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PREFACE. 



Thb neglea which writers of geniu* are oe- 
cafionally condemned to experience, as well 
from their contemporaries as from posterity, 
' was never exemplifyed, perhaps, in a more 
eminent degree than by the poet whofe work* 
are now offered to the public. . His very 
name appears totally unknown to Leland, 
Bale, Rtts, and Tanncri it is mentioned, iR 
ihort, by no one writer, till late in the pre- 
fent century, nor is found to occur in any 
catalt^c : while the filence of the public 
records would induce us to believe that the 
great monarch whom he has fo eloquently 
and earoeftly paneg>'rifed wa» either igno- 
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rant of his existence or infenfibte of hfi 
merit*. 

That thde equally elegant and fpirited 
compofitions were at length retriered from 
the obfcurity in which thej had been for. 
ages intered was owing to a whimfical dr- 
cumOaDcc, which it jnay not be imperttnent 
to relate. The compiler of the Cotton ca- 
talogue (printed at Oxford in l6g6), or fome 
perfon whom he emplo^, had contented 
himfelf with delcdbiug the inestimable vo- 
Iwne (Gai.ba E. IX.) whidi contains fome 
of the moft precious relics of ancient Eng- 
lilh poetr;^ in thefe words: "Chaucer. £v- 
ttf^lar emend^t feriftum" The manufcript, 

" Of thii 'mauidi, who gave to Ch»uat an oflice in 
the custom), upon caDdilim that he wrote bit aocouni* 
vith hii own hand, tt has 31101)7 ^'<'> oUcrved, that, 
« though adorned w]Ih man]r royal and hercic vittuo," 
be " bad not the gift of discernii^ and patroniiing a great 
poet." Tyrwhim Chaucer, Appcndii to the pre&ce, p. ' 
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it mafl be confeTsed, is v&y fairfy, and alio 
pretty carrvfS^ written, (if either be the mean- 
ing of ftaenaaie,) but owes, Dot the finalleft 
obligation to the great poet whofe genoine 
works might, naturally enough, have been 
expected to occupy the whole. The indo- 
lence of OUT catalogue-maker being equal to 
hu ignorance, readyly conrerted the name of 
RicHASD Chawebs, fcrawled, perhaps t^ 
feme former proprietor of the volume, on a 
fpare leaf, into that of Gbopfbbt Chaucer, 
the foppofed author of its contents. To this 
fortunate blunder, however, (if a blunder 
tbac was to b^) we are indebted for our ac- 
quaintance with the name and writings of 
Lauhknck MiMOT, whom one of a different 
natnie might have coufigned to perpetual 
oblivion. The kte ingenious and industrious 
mister Tyrwhitt, in preparing materials for 
his admirable edition of Tie CaMerhuy tales, 
confulted the manulbript for the purpofe of

collating an aeeurafe copy of bit favourite 
author. Hu duappoiatmcnt, which may be 
eafyly imagined, would be very fpeedyly 
converted into the moft agreeable furpril^, 
oa finding himfelf thui unexpedcdly intro- 
duced to the acquaintance of a new poet, 
BDterioT, perhaps, to that favourite in punt 
of time, and certainly not Ms inferior with 
refped to language. In confequence of tbi* 
happy discovery, the name of Laukbmck Mi- 
NOT (which he himfelf has luckyly Uken 
care to preferve) was firfi ulhered into the 
modem world by a note to the learned 
" Es&y on the language and vcrfification of 
Chaucer." 

A copy of thefe poems having been cora- 
loanicated to mister Warton of Oxford, 
feme exCrafts trom them appeared, with fuf- 
fident aukwaidnela indeed, in the third vo- 
iumc of Tie iiitory of E/igliJh fettry, pub- 
lijhedinl78t. Thofe extnai, however, ase 
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by no means ucdistinguifhed by tbc generat 
inaccuracy which pervades that intcreftiDg 
■nd important work. Its author, confident 
in great and fplendid abilities, would feem 
to have disdained the too fervile talk of cul- 
tivating the acquaintance of ancient dialed 
or phrafeology, and to have contented him- 
itif with publilhing, and occafionally sit<- 
tempting to explain, what, it nrafi be evi- 
dent, he did not himfelf niiderftand. Tliat 
an Englifh writer of the firfi eminence Ibould 
never have heard of the name of Baliol 
mufi excite furprife : and yet this appears to 
have been the cafe of our poetical historian, 
who, in bis, certainly bold, but not lefs erro- 
neous, attempts to elucidate one of the follow- 
ing poems, makes " Edward the Baliolpb" 
to mean "Edwanl thb warlike," that is, 
" Edward THE THIRD," who " is introduced," 
be lays, " by Minot, as reMing the Scottilh 
invafion in 1347 [134^ at Nevll's crols near 
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Dwham:"* thongh eveiy child might be ex- 
peded to know that this monarch was, upoo 
thatoccafioo, at the fiege of Calais; and, in 
fade, be is, in the very poem alluded to, ex- 
prebly ftated to be " out of the londe." With 
refpcA to the age of the manufcript, which 
the fame gentleman attributes to the reign 
of Henry VI. he was probably misled by the 
peribn who transmited the poems, as it may 
very &irly be relered to that of Richard II, 
though fome pieces, it b true, are infeited by 
a later hand, and of a more modem date.

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That thefe pocini were written, or at leaft 
completed, in the bcginiuDg of the year 
1352 (accordiDg to the prefent ilile), is not 
a mere circumflance of probability, but may 
be clearly denionftrated by iotenial evidence 
and matter of fad. The latefl event they com- 
ntemontte is the capture of Guifnes-castle, 
which happened, according to Avcsbniy, oa 
faint Vincents day, the 22d of Jaanaiy, 
1391-2 ; and it b manifefi that the conclud- 
ing poeoi, of which that capture is the fub- 
jeft, was written in " winter", (February, moft 
likely,) while the fa3 was recent, and the cap- 
tors were in posfeslion of the place, which, 
we learn jrom Stow, they did not long oc- 
cupy*. The fad, indeed, might have been

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inferEd from other circmnfiances: that 'the 
duke of Lancasttf, who is ^miliarly mea- 
iioDBd by that title, was only fb created the 
6th of March 1330-1 ; and that fome great 
events quickly fuccecded the year 13S3, 
wliich, as our author has not celebrated nor 
idluded to them, it may be preTumed he did 
not live to witne£i. Minot, of courfe, is to 
.be regarded as a poet anterior not only to 
Chautxr, who, in 1352, was bat 24 years of 
age, and had not, fo far as we know, given 
any proofs of a poetical imagination, but 
alfo to Gowcr, who, though he furvived that 
writer, was probably his fenior by fome ycara. 
He cannot, at the fame time, be conjidered 
ss the £rll of Englifli poets, fince, not to 
mention the hermit of Hampole, the pro- 
lixity of whofe corapofitions is compeniated 
more by their piety than by their fpirit, he 
i> clearly posterior to Robert Maonyng (or 
of Brunne); whofe namcfake of Glouccs- 
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ter 15, ia'h.€t, the Ennius of this numcroiu 
family.* 

. It teeroa pretty dear, from our aath(«i 
dialed and orthography, that be was a na- 
tive of one of the northern coimtin, in fome 
monastery whereof the manufcript which 
contains his poenu, along with many othem 
in the fame dialeft, is conjectured to have 
been written; and to which, at the fame 
time, it is not improbable that he hipifelf 
fliould have belonged. Chance, however, 
may one day bring us fomcwbat better ac- 
quainted with his hbtory.

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. The creadre imagination and poetical 
fancy which disdnguiih Chaucer, who, con- 
tidcring the general barbarifin of his age 
and country, may be regarded as a prodigy, ■ 
admit, it muft be acknowledged, of no com- 
petition; j'et, if the truth maf be altered 
without ofTence to the efbblilhed reputa- 
tion of that preeminent gtniua, one may 
renture to asfert that, in point of cafe, har- 
mony, and variety of verfification, as well 
aa general pcrfpicuity'of ftile, Laurence Mi- 
not IB, perhaps, equal, if not fuperior, to 
any Engliih poet before the fixteentb, or 
even, with very few exceptions, before the 
ferenteenth, century. Iliere are, in h&, 
but two other poets who are any way re- 
markable for a particular iadlily of rime- 
ing and happy'choice of words: Robert of 
£ruune, already mention^, who wrote be- 
fore 1340, and Thomas Tusfer, who wrote 
about 1560. 
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As to what coQcems tbe pFdeot poblka- 
tioo, it may be (af&dxat to &j, that the 
poems are printed, with fcnipulous fideli^, 
from the only mannibript copy of them 
known to ezif^ of which even the erideot 
corruptions, though nnnoticed in tbe text 
or margin, arc not coneded without being 
clTcwtiere pointed out to the reader, in or- 
der that he ma; decide fbr^himlielf upon tbe 
aax»&tj or propriety of the correction. All 
abbreriationn, indeed, have been entirely dis- 
carded; as hath likewiie tbe character j>; the 
improper reprefeotativc, though peculiar, per- 
haps, at that period, to tbe northern fcribei, 
of the Saxon h. The letter «, however, is 
retained; a retention which can require no 
apology, after the refpectable examples of a 
Hnddiman and a Percy ; notwithfiandiDg they 
may have been ranked, among " ignorant edi- 
tors," for the prefervation of " this flupid 
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blonder."* Its power, at the fame time; ii, 
in thefe pocnu, cverprhere that of the mo- 
dem y confonant ; tlKnigh, on many occa- 
J Sons, itis tbefubflitatcoff^. 

It may be requifite to apprifc the Feadef, 
that ooT anthor, like Chancer, and, perhaps, 
other poets of the lame age, makes occafiond 
life of the e feminine, wMch tenders it ne- 
tcesfary, in ptononciation, to divide, in foroe 
cafes, what, in others, is a fingle fyllable: a 
liberty upon which the metre and harmony 
of his lines will now and then be found ei- 
jentially to depend. Thus, for inftance. In 
page 1, line 8, the word " dedcs" is to be pro- 
nounced, as a disfyllable, " ded^s"; thongfa, 
in the very next line but one, it is equally 
requifite to be pronounced as a mooofyllable.

In the fame predicament are " Scott£s" (p. 3-. 
1. 5.) ami ," Scottes" (p. 4. 1. 4.) and " bow6^,' 
(p. 20. 1. 10.) and « bowcs" (p. 23, 1. 4.) The 
uTe of the acute accent, wUcfa hat .been in- 
troduced in a fev infbnces of proper nanics> 
may, perhapa, be thought no lefs proper in 
d>c cafe fpokcn of j but, bcfide that there a 
only a fingle manufcript, the writer of whichi 
not having re^jcived the terrible injun<itioiL 
layed upon AJamJ'erivirure* , was posfibly unr- 
aware of the poeti intention, one muft not 
foi^et the feiitiment of a moll ingenious and 
acoirate perfon upon this fnbjeA: that " a 
jcader, who cannot perform focb' <^rtiti<»iB 
Sat himself, had better not trouble his head 
about the verfification of 'an ancient.au- 
:thor'."* It may, therefor, be deemed fuffi- 
.dent to add, in the words pf the lame ex- 
cellent critic, that "the true e feminine is

The voTBi v^iich aecompnof thefe poem 
are given cfaiefl7 fnnn fome andent niann- 
<crq>t, from the old Engliih translation of 
nvislatt, an almofl cootanporar? writer, 
and from the chioniclea of Fabiao, HcJin- 
flted and Stowj bat more efpcdall^ from 
that of Froitfait, the extras from which, 
tboagh occafionaUy prolix, as it i> a book 
(tf great rari^, maf be excoied, if not wel- 
comed, b; moft readers, on account of their 
novelty. The language of litis tranilation, 
bowercr oblblete it may now appear, wai 
doabtleA efteemed perfedly el^ant at the 
court of king Henry the eighth; it being the 
work of a very eminent and accomplifhed 
noblemaa of that period.

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Ai the general information vhidi appear- 
ed necesfaiy to illiutrate the two principal 
fut^eds of Minots poetry, his heros wars with 
Scotland and with France, was thought too 
long for the notes, it has been thrown into 
the form of dissehtations. This, how- 
ever, being an after-thought, has occalioned 
fome repetitions, which the reader is defired 
to pardon. 

No word of the leaft difficulty has been in- 
tentionally omitted in the olobsabt; though 
many words, peculiar to our author, arc ne* 
ctsfaryly fubmitted to further investigation; 
as it feems no part of an editors duty to favc 
his readers the trouble of guefsing at the 
meaning tif expresfions for which they can- 
not posfibly be more at a lofs than be Is 
himself.

ON TBB SCOTtSH WARS OF KINO EDWARD 111. 

Xa B male line of the royal family of Scot- 
land having become extinA by the death of 
Alexander III. in the year 1285-6, and tte 
yonng queen, Margaret of Norway, hi* graod- 
daufhter, the only furviving defcendant of 
Henry prince of Cumberland, eldeft lim of 
David I. dying, an in&nt, in 1290, feveral 
perfons, in different rights, layed claim to 
the crown ; and the regency of Scotland, ei- 
ther unable or unwilling to decide the con- 
tell, fididted the astiRtance of king Edward I. 
Thia monarch, powerful, ambitious and po- 
litic, readyly accepted the ofdce of arbitra- 
tor; but, previously to a decilion upon the 
olainu of others, he thought it neceifary to 
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determine a claim of his own, which was, to 
be fuperioT and lord paramount rf the king- 
dom of Scotland; a claim which the compe- 
titors, whether through igtiomnce, timidity, 
orpradMice, unanimously acknowleged; and, 
in that character, thsy obliged themfelves, by 
a folemn inftniment, to fubmit to bis award: 
the regency and baronage of Scotland, at the 
fame time, not only furrcndcring the king- 
dom, but doing homage and fweariug fealty, 
as to their liege lord, in order to enable him, 
as he pretended, to cany it the more cffec- 
tnally into execution. This meeting wat 
held, by adjounimeat, at a fmall village oo 
the north fide of the Tweed, oppofite to tht: 
castie of Norham, in the beginning of June 
1291, and was further adjourned to the 2d 
of AuguA in the fame year; when the claims 
were to be received by commisfioners named 
fat the purpofe, \f^o were to report the re- 
fult to Edward. The competitors, accord' 
ingly, at this adjourned meeting, delivered 
in their claims, which amounted to thirteen;' 
but, moft of them being very frivolous, they 
were, by different means, finally reduced to 
two: .tho& of John de Baliol and Robert do 
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firm, or Bruce, both powerfVil barons ss weU 
in £nglaDd as in Scotland ; Baliol boDg tha 
grandToD of Mai^rct, the eldeft daughta of 
David earl of Huntiogdon, fecoiid fbn of 
David I. and Bruce the &□ of Ifabel, the 
fecond daughter of the fame DcMemao. The 
fole qoestion, therefor, left to the decifioa 
of Edward, was whether the isfue of an elder 
fister, more remote in <Hie degree, was to 
be prefoed to the isfue of a younger fil- 
ler, nearer in one degree; and his definitive 
judgement was, that Baliol fiionld have fa« 
fin of the kingdom of Scotland, faving the 
right of the king of England and his heirs. 
Seifin being accordingly delivered, Baliol was 
crowned at Scone on the 30th of Novem- 
ber 1202, and on the 26th of the following 
month did homage to his liege lord at New- 
castle upon Tyne. This adjudication of the 
Englilh monarch, however uolatis^ctory in 
its confequences, was fdif-eiddently jufl; and, 
fuppofing with the learned and ingenious 
fiuddiman, the Scots of that period to have 
thought otherwife, namely, that the child of 
a younger daughter was to be prefered, in an 
indivilible iuheritence, to the grandchUd of 
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in dder, they muft certainly have been vay 
confufed and inconfequential lealbners. 

In tbe year 1 2g5, Baliol, who hod been re- 
peatedly cited before tbe Englilh parliamei^ 
on the complaint of his own fntjc^ and 
feems, in fliort, to have had his patience com- 
pletely, and, perhaps, intentionayy, wearyed 
out by the doniineering infolence of his lord 
paramount, entered into an alliancewith Phi- 
lip the ^r king of France, and conunitted 
fome petty derastation upon the Englilh bor- 
ders. Edward, glad of bis vasfala rebcllioDi 
immediately took Berwiclc; and, (Baliol hav- 
ing formally renounced his allegiance,) by hU 
general the earl of Warren, defeated the Scot! 
at Dunbar. The caatles of Hoxbnrgh, Edin- 
burgh, and Stirling, fpeedyly funenderedt 
and, to conclude, Baliol, on the 2d of July 
1296, in the moll bumiliating manner that 
could be devifed, exprefsed contrition for hi> 
offeacta, and religned bis crown, kingdom, 
and people into the hands of his liege lord, 
who once more received the fealty of his 
Scotllh fubje&s, as their immediate and law- 
ful fovereign. 

In tbe following year (1297) the Scot« 
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. tinder the command of the illnstrious -Wil' 
liam Wallace, defeated the EnglUh in re- 
peated engagonents, and drove them, out of 
the country. Edward agaiD invaded it, and 
again, after a fpitited oppofition, reduced it 
to futjectiou. fialiol, whom he had retained 
in custody Irom the time of his refignation, 
was now lent over to France, and delivered 

' into the hands of the popes nuado, to be 
^pofed of at his holioefses pleasure. The 
younger Bruce, who had been chofen one of 
-the gnatdians of Scotland, in the name of 
his fathers rival, and liad furrendered him- 
felf to the Englifh, dying in 1304, was, with 
Edwards confent, fucceeded in his Scotifli 
inheritances by his eldeft fon. 
' Edward feeffied now to have attained the 
fummit of his ambitious views : but the calm 
was tranfient aad delufive. Four months 
fufGced to overthrow a fystem, which, it has 
been obferved, " the iocesfant labours of fif- 
teen years, had establiflied by dislimulation, 
craft, and violence, with a walle of treafure, 
and the efJ6]£oa of much Uood." 
' On the 10th of February 1301-6, Robert 
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finice, gnndfoD to the competitor, arrived 
in Scotland; and, haviDg appointed an inter- 
view with John Comyn, lord of Cumber- 
nauld, a nobleman of the firft confequcnce 
in that iuagdom, in the church of the mi- 
noritea at Drnnfriei, llabbed him before the 
high altar. The immediate caufes of Brace's 
leaving the Englifli court, of his requeuing 
this conference, and of its violent isfuc, are 
Dot known. It is, however, highly probaUe 
that he oame down refblved to aafert bia pre- 
tenfions to the Scotilh crown, and, naturallj 
anxious to attach to his party the mofl pow- 
erful baron in his realm, had propofed temu, 
the rejection of which gave rife to an alter- 
cation, which terminated in his opponenU 
death. But, whatever v/aa, in &^ the fub- 
jt& of the conversation, to which no third 
perfon appears to have been privy, it is cer- 
tain that Bruce, though excommunicated ai 
a facrilegious murderer, did not think it ne- 
cesfary to publilh his rindicatioo. He wU 
probably latiafyed in having got rid of one 
whole friendlbip be found it impracticable 
to obtain, and whofe enmity might have 
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fhrnifhed an ibTupcrablc barrier to his at* 

On the 27th of Maidi 1306, Brace wa* 
iolemnlj crowned at Scone; and, on the Jth 
of June ] 329, d;«d in the fiiU and peaccabls 
posfesfion of that forerdgnty which he had 
flniggled through numerous difficultiesi and 
againft the moft potent eoemies, to nRott 
and cfiablilh. 

Prenoual^, however, to this event, £dr 
wud II. the fon and faccesfor of Edward I> 
[who dyed on his cxpeditioii againft Bcott 
land, the 7th of July 1307) after a turbu- 
lent and disgraceful reign, had, in January 
1326-7, been formally depofed from the Co- 
vereignty, bj the queen and her faction, 
who had placed his crown on the head of 
the young prince of Wales, now Edward IIL 
and a treaty of peace between die two king- 
donis had been concluded at Northampton 
in April 132Si of which one article was that 
Joan, fister to the Englilh monarch, Ihould

• J<^n Baliol, who dyed in France in 1314, 
bad left an elder fon, Edward, the heir rf 
bis pretenfioDs; and thia youth the king of 
England had, in 1330, taken under hb pro- 
tection, and formally permitted to reUde 
there for a twelvemonth. 
- Iliough, by an exprefs article In the treaty 
tf Northampton, no reffitntion was to be 
made hy either fovereign of inheritances 
vhich had fallen into his hands by the far* 
-future of former proprietors, an exception 
was introduced in favour of Thomas lord 
Wake, Henry de Beanmont, and Henry de 
Percy, who were to be reflored to the eltat«s 
of which the king of Scots, fay rcafon of the 
war between the two nations, had already 
taken posfeafion. This article had been ful- 
filled with refpefl to Percy, and Edward had 
repeatedly, though ineffectually, demanded- 
itt performance in favour of. Wake and Beau- 
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moDt. Tbefe noblemen, thetefor, in ami 
junction with the other diiioheritcd barotia,' 
having prevailed upon young Baliol, who 
arrived very opportunely for their puipofcr 
to head the entctprife, determined to invade 
Scotland. Edward, however, who affected 
publicty to oppofe a defign which he pri- 
Tately countenanced, would not fufTet them to 
rater that kingdom by the Englifh marches; 
ai lucb a meafurc would have been in open 
TiolatitHi of the peace of Northampton, of 
which he appeared very tenadous. They, 
tberefar, changed their plan to an invafion by 
fea, and, having embarked with thdr force» 
in the Huraber, landed at or near Kinghom, 
in the firth of Forth, on the 6th of Auguft 
1332. The carl of Viie, who oppofed their 
landing with a few hafly levies, being quickly 
defeated, Baliol matched to Dunfermline, and 
attacking the Scatilb army under the com* 
mand .of Donald earl oi.Mu, the new re« 
gent, obtained a victory, which to the Eng- 
lifh was ai cafy and honorable, ai to the 
Scots it is, even by their own historians, al- 
lowed to .have been . bloody and disgraceful; 
,Tbe regent,. whoTe ignorance appcan to have 
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been the ijiief caufe of this nadonal disaitet^ 
with many other noblemen, periHied in the 
«onfli£t. Balitd entered Perth on the fol- 
lowiog day, and, 3 blockade fonned by the 
earl of March bdng abandoned, within three 
irecks after his landing perceived himfelf iU 
tbe peaceable posfesfian of a kingdom, and 
was foimally crowned at Scose on the 24di 
of September, The king of England now 
thought it prudent, " for the fafety of tbe 
lealui," to draw near tbe Scotifli frontien; 
9nd, while he remained at York, recraved; 
inxD the grateful Baliol, an iutiroment, exe- 
cuted at Roxburgh-casde, whereby be ao- 
koowleged Edward for bis li^e lord, and 
covenanted to put him in posfesfion of the 
town of Berwick, and of other territory on 
the Scotifh marches: c^criog, moreover, to 
marry the young queen, to increafe her joio- 
ture, and to provide for the dethroned mo- 
narch at bis faid liege lord Ihould advifej 
and engaging to forte in all his wars, with 
two hundred men at arms, for a year toge- 
tber, at bis own expence. Edward, in re- 
turn, was to guarantee tiie posfcs&on of Scot- 
bad to thU .moOuxKXQ monarch. .la ibe 
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mean time Uie friends of the ycamg kinp 
were not idle: for, on the l6th of December 
fidlowing, while Baliol was indnlgdng in the 
fwceti of foTBTcignt]' at Annan, he wat fud- 
denly attacked b^ tbe carl of Mnnray and 
others, at the head of a part^ of horfe, and 
efcaped with great difficulty into England} 
his brother, and feveral other pcrfona of dts< 
tinftion, being Hain in bis defence. Here he 
renewed his engagements to Edward) and, 
by the asfiltance he rcctnved, was enabled to 
ictom into Scotland, and qoarter faimlelf ia 
tbe neighbonrbood of Roxburgh, The Scots, 
upon fialids flight, havlag made fome in> 
roads npon the borders, the Eaglilh monarch 
now fonnalljr jnodainiicd that they had vio- 
lated the peace of Northampton; and, being 
refolvcd, he laid, to chaflife thar outrages, 
and to feek redrefs for the injuries which h« 
pretended they had done him, ordered an 
army to asfemUe at Newcastle upon Tynei 
defiling, at the fame time, that public pray- 
ers ought be offered for his fuccefs: a piece 
of fuperflition or hypocrify which Christian 
fovo^gns take particular care never to neg* 
left when they are engaged in- tfao pcofccu* 
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tionof an nnjtift war. Helayedfiege'tofier' 
wick, before which Balid, who had made 
him a prefent of it, had already arrived, with 
hii forces, in the bcgiDDiDg of May 1333; 
and, the regent attonpting to relieve the 
town, a general engagemeot eofued, at Ha-t 
lidon-Hll, in which the Scots were discom- 
fited with prodigious Haughter; whereupon 
the town and fortrefs of Berwick were imr 
mediately fuiiendered. The young king and 
qneen, who had hitherto refided at Dunbar? 
ton castle, were now conveyed into Prance; 
and Baliol again held paiiiamentg, in one of 
which the treaty of Roxburgh was ratifyed^ 
and the^ town, <:astle, and territory of Ber- 
wick annexed for ever to the Englilh crown; 
He, fiiortly after, furrendered the fare& of 
Jedburgh, Selkirk, and Ettiick, the coundet 
oC Roxburgh, Peebles, Dumfries and Edin- 
borgh, aod the conAabularies of iLialidigow 
and Haddington; and, on the I8th of June 
i334, did homage, and fwore fealty, to bis 
Itege lord, for the kingdc^ of Scotland, at 
the town of Newcastle upon Tyne. Tlie par^ 
tifans of David, however, foon exerted them- 
felvet in iw^ a mauner as to oblige Baliol to 
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implore, in perfon, the protcctiM of Mi feu- 
dal tbvercigo, wbo, in December 1334, in- 
vaded the countiy; an invaficm which was 
repeated in the following year. Tbere would 
leem to have been a conteft between thi* 
mock-monarch and his liege lord which ot 
them could moll effectually wafle and defiroy 
a Idogdom, which neither bad any longer a 
hope to enjoy peaoeabl/.* The war wai car- 
lyed on with varions fucceTs till May 134), 
when {Baliol liaving previously withdrawn 
into England) David and bis queen arrived 
from France. The S(»ts now began to reta- 
liate on the Englifli frontiers} and, in 1346, 
while Edward was profecuting his wars in 
France, David, at the inftigation, it is faid, 
of king Philip, whom the Englilh monarch 
had already charged with aiding the Scot* 
cimtrary to the ccmditions of a fublilUng truce, 
asfembled a formidable army, and, penetrat- 
ing into the bifhopric of Durham, pitched

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bii camp in the ndgbbourbood of that city, 
on the l6th of Oaober. The archbiffliop of 
York (WilUam dc la Zouche), Henry de 
Percy, and Ralph de Nevill, under a com- 
misfion from the regency, headed the Eng- 
lish army; and, in an cngagemcDt which 
enfued, called TAr batlle of Nevih-cTofi, the 
Soots were routed with great flaugbter, EUid 
their king, after a gallant rcllstance, taken 
prifoner: nor, though occalionally permitted 
to Tifit hit dominions, was be finally releafed 
till the 3d of October 1337, afler a captivity 
of eleven years. 

Baliol, who had ferved in the EngUAi ar- 
my at the battle of Durham, and, from king 
of Scotland, condefcended to becotne gover- 
nor of Berwick, feeming now completely fick 
of fovereignty, made an abfolute furrender to 
Edward, in conlideration of 5000 marks and 
an annuity of 200QC. as well of his private 
ctlates in Scotland as of bia nominal king- 
dom, delivering feifin of the former by a 
clod of earth, and of the latter by the royal 
diadem, and infcrting in the inflrument of 
furrender a claufe of warranty for himlclf 
and his heirs againfl all mortals for ever. 
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This fardcal fcene pafsed at Roxburgh-castle, 
while Edward, it feems, lajr at Bamburgh in 
Northurobcrlaadj and the phantom of de- 
parted royalty, who appears, throughoat the 
procels of thb political drama, the tool of 
the more crafty and ambitious Edward, re* 
tired into England, where he continued in 
obfcutity till the time of hia death, which 
happened in- 1363. 

Edward, now become the immediate and 
abfolute fovereign of Scotland, displayed his 
aifection for his new fub}e3B by a ftefli in- 
road and more estcnfive devastatiooj being 
" refolvcd," he faid, " inviolably to maintain 
the ancient laws and the ufagcs of that king* 
dran." The Englilh, however, were foon 
driven oiit of the country, and the liege lord 
and asfignee of Baliol finally " eiprefsed his 
willingnels to enter into a treaty with the 
Scots, not only for the ranfom of their king, 
and for a cesfation of hostilities, but alfo for 
a perpetual peace,"*

On the death of Charles the fair, king of 
France, the lal) of ttie tliree fbni and faeces- 
fors of I^ilip the fair, in 132S, (bis wife, 
Joan d'Evreux, being left pregnant,) the of- 
fice of regent was claimed l^ Edward IIL 
Icing of £ngknd, tliea a youth of 15, in 
right of his mother Ifabel, only lister of the 
deceafed monarch; his claim being oppofed 
by that of Philip, fon of Charles, of Valoi^ 
younger brother of Philip the &ir. This con- 
teft (wliich involved, in fad, the right of fuc- 
ceslion to the crown itf^, in cafe the child 
of which Joan was then pregnant Ibould, ai 
it did, happen to be a daughter), was, by the 
French peerage, decided in favour of the lat- 
ter, who, in virtue of that decilion, on the 
delivery of the quccn-dowager, fucceeded to 
the vacant throne. In any other country 
than France the claim of £dward muft un- 
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qoestiomt^r luve been prefercd to that of 
Fhilip; but hf an ancient and dbblifhed 
cuitran of that kiogdoni (ataaSy called tbs 
Salic law) femalea were incapabie of inlie- 
riting the crown ) and, confeqnently, liabet, 
having no right in herfelf, could not posfi- 
YAj, sswas contended, traoimit any to her 
ion. This confequcnce, however, was denyed 
1^ Edward, who injiAed, that, although fe- 
aules were perfonally excluded, fuch inca- 
pacity did not rtach their male defcendants; 
and that he, as the nearefi male in blood, 
ought to be prefered to Philip, who was 
very far remorcd. But the argument, if 
well-founded, clearly proved too much to 
be of any fervice to the Engltfh monarch, 
fince the male isfuc of the daaghters of for- 
mer kings mofi inevitably liave been prefered 
to him. Thok writers whof have argued 
Bgainft the esiitence or force of the law itfelf 
have fallen into a Jimilar dilenmiai fince, it 
is'cvident, allowing the defcent of the crown 
to females, that the prclenfions of Edward, 
however preferable to thofe of Philip, mufi 
have been pollponed to ttie right even of 
Blanch the new-bom daughter of the late 
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king. The validily, therefor, of the Salio 
law was necdsarjlj' admitted by both parties; 
the only disagreement between them aiiling 
from its conftruction. The fallacy of Ed- 
wards claim is manifefied by hi* own argu- 
ments: fince, in the firll place, if the right 
of the mother were nothing, flie, whether 
living (as flic then was) or dead, could trans- 
mit none to the fon ; and, fecondly, if fhe had 
a right capable of transmis£on, the male is* 
fueof Joan daughter of Lewis Hutin, of Joan 
daughter of [%ilip the long, and of Blanch 
daughter of Charles the fair, were clearly to 
be prefercd to the male isfuc of Ifabd the fis- 
ter of thofe monarchs. It is, therefor, impoi' 
fible to conceive a claim more- irivolous and 
worfe fupported than tliat of Edward to the 
crown of France. However, as the reafoDr 
ing of kings is faid to confifi in force, to that 
fpeciei of lo^c the disappointed monarch, ai 
foon as he found it convenient, was deter- 
mined to refort. 

Soon after the coronation of Philip of Va- 
Ims {J.C. X329), Edward, who held the 
duchy of Aquitain and county of Ponthieu as 
a vaslal to the ctown of France, was fum- 
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moncd to do hia fealty for thofe provibcei. 
This threw him into a great dilemma; for, 
if he fhould refufe the required homage, he 
mufl inevitably forfeit his territories, which 
he did not at that period think hirofelf ftrong 
enough to defied; and, if he perfonncd itt 
he would, by acknowlegdng the fuperiority 
of Philip, appear to renounce his prctcnlioni 
to the kingdom itfelf. Out of thi» difficulty 
he was extricated by a falvo worthy of hid 
claim: he protcAed, ina council of hispeen, 
that whatever he was about to perform or 
promife in Prance would be done againll his 
will, and to the end only that he might pie- 
Ibrvchisprovinccsin that kingdom; of which, 
after a trifling objection as to the nature of 
the homage, he received the accustomed in- 
vestiture. 

In the year 1336, after the condufion of 
the Scotilh wars, Edward began to thiok it 
dme that he ihould convince Philip of his 
fnperior right to the throne of France by 
force of arms. To this projed he Is generally 
thought to have been determined by the in- 
flammatory eloquence of Robert earl of Ar- 
tois, a French rcfi^ee, who; to gratify a per- 
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fonal pique againft bis favercigil, fcrupled 
not to endeavour the deOmctioa of his couti- 
tiy; but there can be little doubt that Ed- 
ward was CufBdeatiy indiued to the mea- 
fures be adopted without fuch diabolical in- - 
lUgatiou. With this view he formed alliances 
with many iUostrioui potentates on the ccoi- 
tiuent; amongft whom were the duke of 
Brabant, the marquis of Joliera, the earls of 
Gelderland and Hainault, the archbilhop of 
Cologne, and, finally, the emperor, Lewis of 
Bavaria, who created him vicar of the em- 
jHTC throughout f^ncc, which gave him a 
colourable authority over hii German confe- 
derates. James Artcville, likewife, a brew« 
of Ghent, who had acquired the maoagement 
of the turbulent Flemings, brought that pow- 
erful nation into the league; and, in order 
to avoid the penalty or reproach of taking up 
srms agaiufl tie king of France, with whotn 
they had lately concluded a treaty of peace, 
perfuaded Edward to asfume that title: but 
which, it is faid, tbe monarch, as if con- 
fcious of tbe flagrant injustice of the uTui^- 
tion, was not prevailed on to do without he- 
fitation and difficulty. He now, however, lent 
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the dnke of Brabant and raarquis of Jnltcn in 
forioal embassy to Philip to demaod a rcfigna- 
tim ot the crown ; he pnbliihed manifeatoi, 
snd Wrote letters to the pope : the former, of 
conrfe, l^ilip declined, and the latter he re- 
futed or replyed to. The two iii& campaigns, 
if Edwards invafions of France may be fo 
called, pafscd without any action of impor- 
tance; and a tnice, on the interceslion of the 
countefs of Hainault, the mother-in-law of 
Edward and fister of Philip, was agreed to 
by thcfe rival monardu. In the mean time, 
Edwards German allies, disappointed pro- 
bacy in their too languine expectations of 
Englifli gold and French plunder, gradually 
fell off; and even the emperor, at the in- 
ftance of Philip, revoked the title of impe-. 
rial vicar. 

On the expiration of the truce, the war 
was renewed with increased vigour, and the 
fiiccelses of tbe campaign were crowned by 
the bloody victory of Cresfy, and the long- 
espe6ted furrender of Calais. A new truce 
was now ccmduded on, through the media- 
tion of the popes legates, during which Phi- 
Itp of Vakns dyed, and wa^ fuccecdcd by his 
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fon John, who, oo a renewal of the war, , 
was made prifoncr at the battle of Poictien 
in 1336. This event was followed by an- 
other truce for two years; and Edwards temn 
of pacification, though accepted by hb royal 
captive, being rqeded, as dishonorable and 
injurious, by the dauphin and ttates of France, 
be, in lASg, prepared for a new invafion of 
that unfortunate kingdom, which according- 
ly took pbccj but, becoming fcnfible that the 
fuccefs of his anna anfwered no other pur- 
pofe than to depopulate one country and im- 
poverifh the other, he was induced to lifien 
to more reafonable propofals, and a peace 
was, at length, concluded, on the 8th of May 
1360, ofwhich the principal conditions were, 
that king John fhould befet at liberty, on pay- 
ment of three million crowns of gold; that 
Edward Ihould for ever renounce all claim to 
the crown of France, as well as to the provinces 
of Normandy, Mmne, Touraine and Anjou, 
posfefsed by hb ancestors; in lieu whereof 
he was to receive certain other distriCb, to- 
gether with the towns of Calais, Giutbes and 
Montreuil, to be held, along with Guienne, 
in abfolute fovereigntyi but John, finding 
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infnperable difiSculties to occur in falfiUing 
the conditiong of the peace od hu part, gave 
a fingular proof of moDarcbical good &ith, 
bjr returning to hii former lodgiiigg in the 
Savoy, where he dyed on the 8th of April 
1364. 

The power and posfefdons of the Engliih 
every day yielding to the prudence of the new 
king, Charles V. and the conduct of his brave 
conliable. Da Guefclin, Edward thought fit 
to refume the empty title of kingof France;* 
but, after fending repeated though ineffec- 
tual levies into that kingdcmi, was at length 
obliged to conclude a truce with the enemy, 
" after almoft all his ancient posfelsions," 
fays Hume, " had been ravifhed from hun,

oew conquelb, except Calais." Having fur- 
Vived his eldefl fon, the black prince, about 
a year, he expired on the 2lft of June 1 3^7, 
io the 65th year of his age and the 61ft of 
his reign.*

The Englifh hiitoriuis are tbougbt to have ex- 
aggerated the number and carnage of the enemy.

ftated at upw^ of thirty Chouiand. " He dewe 
of them," lays Fabian, " as testifieth divert wtit- 
ert, feven eartes, nine hundred luiightet and ba- 
neretteti foure hundred efquieri, and upon thirty 
two thoufand of the common people; andofEog- 
lilhmen were llaine but onely Jiftene perfons." — 
Froisfart hat a chapter upon the fiege of Berwick, 
but takes not the l«aft notice of tbii great and 
bloody battle.

■' wild Scottet " were the inhabitantt of the high- 
landt and weftem ilea, of Galloway, and other 
parts } thofe, in Ibort, who adhered to the ancient 
drefs or mannen, and Irilh or Pidifh langn;^. 
The " tame " Scots, of courfe, were the low- 
landers, who fpoke Englilh. 

I., 10. At Dandino'Vj tidtm tbaire daiince.'] The 
authors allafion ia to the battle of DujJin, (a Til- 
lage in ^he neighbourhood of Perth,) fought the 
nth of Auguft 1331, in which an am^of forty 
thoufand Scots, under the command of Doffidd 
carl of Mar, regent, (who waa flain in the con- 
flift,) were completely and ditgrarefully over- 
thrown, with great eafc, and prodjgioui ilaugh- 
tcr, by Edward Baliol, and the disinherited Eng. 
liih banms,. (fuch, that it, as had loft tbrir Scot. 
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tilh pcMlbGont) mth tbeir followen, to the amount 
of about three thouland men. Duplin, hoirever, 
is at a conliderable distance from Dundee} but 
the engagemeni: might have obtained a name from 
the laitei- place, by reaibn of BalioU fleet bdng 
ftationed there ; he and his farces having been pre- 
viously landed at Kioghom. See the " Annal* 
of Scotland," by lord HaJles. 

t. XI. Sir Jon tbt Ctmjn, &c.] Sir J(*n Co- 
myn of Badenoch, a powerful Scotilh baron, in 
the Englifti intereft, was fl^n by Robert Bruce, 
afterward king of Scotland, at a private conie. 
rence between them, in the friery- church, Dum- 
fries, on the loth of February 1305-6. The im- 
mediate motive to this aA of violence has not 
tranfpired ; though historians feem as confident 
in their gue&es as if the/ had been actually pre- 
lent at the interview.

feafted them, he defyred to knowc thrir myndes, 
whanne they wolde begynnc that they had pro. 
myfcd j requirynge them to dyfpatche the mater 
brevely j for that intente, he fayd, he waa come 
tbyder, and had all hi* men redy i and howe it 
fhulde be a great damage to hym to deferre the 
mater long. Tbefe lordei had longe counfell 
among them, and fynally they layd i Syr, our 
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comniynge hyther aa nowe was more to fe you 
than for any tbynge els : we be nU aa nowe pur- 
veyed to gyve you a ful anfwcre. By your ly- 
cence, we (hall reiourne to our people, and cume 
agayne to you at your pleafuie i and thanne gyve 
you (b playne an anfwere that the mater Ihall oat 
red in us. Than they toke day to come agayn a 
thre wekes after the feeit of faynt John ... So 
thus thefc lordes dcparied, and the kynge taryed 
in the abbay of faynt Brunarde, and forae of the 
Englyflhe lordes taryed ilyll at Andewarpe, to 
kepe the kyngc company, and fbme of the other 
rode about the countrey in great dyfpence . . . 
The day came that the kynge of Englande loked 
to have an anfwere of tbefe loriies; and they ex- 
cufed thtm, and fayd howe they were redy and 
their men, fo that the duke of Brabant wolde be 
redy for Kis part; fayeng that he was nere than 
they . . . Than the kyng dyd fo muche that he 
fpake agayne with the duke, and {hewed him the 
anfwere of the other lordes, defyring him by amyte 
and lynage that no faut were founde in him j fay- 
eng how he parceyved well that he was but cold 
in the mater j and ihat, without he wer quicker, 
and dyd otherwife, lie douted he Ihulde lefe ther- 
by the ayde of all the other lordes of Almayne 
through his defaulte. Than the duke fayd, he 
wolde take couiitayle in the matter ; uid whan he 
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had longe debated the outer, he fa^d be (hulde 
be at ndy at anj otberi but firfte, he ikyd, he 
wolde fpeke ^a^ne with the other lordei ; and he 
dyde ftiide for them, defjring them to come to 
byra wher at they pleafed befi. Than the day 
was apointed about the mjrddes of Anguft, & thit 
coQiilell to be at Hale, bycautc of the yoog erle 
of Hayoatt, who Ihulde alfo be tber, and with 
byta 6r Johan of Heinalt hit ande. Whann thefe . 
tordet were all come to this parljrament at Hale, 
they had longe coun&yle togyder; finally they 
fayd to the kyng of Englande i Syr, we le no 
caufe why we fhulde make defyance to the Frencbe 
kyng, atl thyngei conTydred, without ye can 
gette thagrement of thanperour ; and that he 
wolde commaunde u* to do fo in hit name. The 
emperonr may well thus do, for of king tyme 
paft there Was a coTenant fwome and lealed that 
no kyng of Frauivce ought to take any thyng 
parteyning to thempyre, and thit kynge Phylippe 
hath taken the cattell of Crevecure in Cambreyfit, 
and the castell of Alves in PaUleul), and the cytie 
of Cambny i wherfbre themperpur hath good 
caufe to defye hym by ut j tber^irc, fir, if ye 
can get hit acord, our honour fhal be the more : 
and the kyng fayd he wolde folowe their conn- 
fayte. Than it was ordayned that the marquet 
of JuUen Ihulde go to themperour, and cenayne 
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knjrghcei and clark« of the kyoges, and fame of 
the counleli of the duke of Gwerles. But the 
duke of Brabant woulde fend none fro hym ; 
but he lende the callell of Lovayne to the kynge 
of Englande to lye in . And the marques and hii 
company fonade the emperour at Florebetche, 
and Ihewed bym the caafe of tbeir commyng. 
And the lady Margarete of H^oault dydde all 
her payne to further forttie the mater, whom fir 
Lewes of Bavyer than emperour had wedded . . • 
Anddiemperourgavecoinmyiliontofourknyghtes 
and to two doctouri of thii coun&ll to make kyng 
EdwardeofEnglande hit vy Carre generall through- 
out al the einpyre j and therof thele fayd lordes 
badde inftnimentes publyke, confynned and Seal- 
ed fuffyciently by the emperour . . . And than 
about the feeft of ait faynte* the marquet of Jul- 
lert and hii company lent worde to the kyng bow 
they had fpcd. And the kyng lent to hym tbat 
he Ihulde be nith hym about the feeft of faynt 
Martyne ; and alfo he fent to the duke of Bra- 
biuit to kuowe his mynde, wher he wolde the par- 
lyament Ihuld be holde j and he anfwered at Ar- 
ques, in the county of Loz, nere to his countrey. 
And than the kyng lent to all other of his alyes, 
that they Ihulde be there ; and To the bal of the 
towne was apparelled and hanged, as though it 
bat ben the kyngct chamber. And there the 
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kyng fatte crowned with geolde v. fote hjrgber 
tban any other r and there openly wa* rede the 
letters of themperour, by the which the kyng 
was made vycare generall and liefienauat for the 
' emperonr, and bad power gyven hym to make 
lawes, and to mynistre justyce to every perlbn in 
themperoun name, and to make money of golde 
and Cylver. The emperour alfo there commaunded 
by his Icttert, that all perfons of hit empyre, and 
all other his fubgiettet Ihulde obey to the kyng of 
England his vycare as to hynifelfe, and to do hym 
homage . . . And whan all thii wai done the 
loides departed, and toke day that they fhulde all 
appere before Cambray thre wekes after the fecft 
of faynt Joban, the whiche towne wat become 
Frenche : thu* they all departed, and every man 
Htnt to his owne." (Froitfarts chronicle, trant- 
btRd by fir John Bourchier lord Bemers, 151J, 
fo. b. 1. volume i. chap, ji, j4)

L.as- Tbegalaymea.Scc.'] " KyngPhilyppe," 
feys Froisfart, " greatly fortyfyed liis navy tliat

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[fir Feter] Babuchet, and Barbe Noyre were cap- 
tune* : and they bad under them a great retinus 
of Genowaie*, Normayna, Bretonai and Picardet. 
They dyd that wyoter great domage to the realme 
of England. Sorntyme they came to Dover, Sand> 
wychc, Winchelfe, Haftinges, and Rye : and did 
moche forowe to thengliiihemen, fur the were i 
great nombre, at a xl. m. men, Ther wa» none 
that coiide ygfue out of England, but they were 
robbed, taken or (layne : fo they wan great pyU 
lage, and fpecyally they wan a great Ihype called 
Cbrittofer, laden with wollei, ai (he was goyng inta 
Flaundersj the whicbe Ihype had coAc the kyng 
of England much money ; and all they that were 
taken within the <bippe were Aeine and drowned ■ 
of the which conqueli the Frenchemen wer right 
jigroufc." (Chap. 44.) 

The account given of this afiair by Fabian it 
more particular than Frtuslarts. 

"In the xiii. yeare[i3jS],kynge£dwaniwith 
quene Philip hys wyfe, for moore asfured ftablidi. 
ment of amitie, to be bad betwene him and the 
Hollanders, Sealanders, and Brabanders, pas&d 
the fea in the beginninge of the inoneth of ' Ju- 
lye,' Se (iiyled with a goodly companye into the 
countrey of Brabant, the queene then being great 
with childe, where of the earlc of Brabant he wa< 
honorably rcccavcd, &t. ... In this pafle^mei 
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the Frenche king had fcrt dyrers feyppes unto the 
fea mth men of warn, for to take the Englyfhe 
marchauntes and other that came in theyr courle. 
And lb bcMl that they cncountred with two great 
flkippei of England, called the Edwarde and tlie 
Christopher, the whiche (aa tettiRetb tly French 
chronicle) were freyt with great riches, and alfo 
well manned. Anone, aaeitberwaa wareof other, 
gonnes, and ffaot of longe bowes, and arblaaters, 
were not fpared on nother fide, fo that betwene 
them was a cruell fyght, but not egall i fi>r of 
the French men vrer xlii. failes great and fmal, te 
of theEngUflimenbutfivc, thatis tomeane, thefe 
two forefaid great {hips, two barckee and a carvell, 
the which tbre fmal Oiipi, efcaped by their deliver 
fayling, and the two abode te fought beyonde ix, 
hourea, fo much that there were Ihune upon bothe 
parties above fixe hundred men; but, in the end, 
the faid two Oijps wer taken, and brought into the 
French kingesftreamei, JcmanyoftheEnglyflunen 
that were wounded call into the fea." (P. to6.)

L. 11. F»rtb biferdinto France, &c.] " Aifone 
aikyng Edward had piufed the river of LeTcaute*, 
and was entred into the realme of Fraunce, he . . . 
went and lodged in thabbey of mount faint Mar- 
tyn, and there taryed two dayes, and lus people 
• TheSchdd. 
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abode in the coantrey, & the duke of Brabant 

was lodged in thabbey of Vancelliz . . . And the 
next day on the momyng the kyng departed from 
Mount SayntMartyn . . . and fo than they entrcd 
into Vermandoys, and toke thatday their lodgyng 
be tymei on the mount Saynt Quintyne in good 
order of batayle . . . Thnn the lordes take coun- 
fell what way they (hulde drawe, and, by thadvyee 
of the duke of Brabant, they toke the way to Thy- 
eralTe, for that way their provifyon came dayly to 
them. And they determyned that if kyng Phy- 
lyppe dyd followe them, as they fiippofed he wolde 
do, that than they wolde abyde hym in the plane 
felde, and gyve hym batayle. Thus they went 
fbrthe in thre great batayls : the marlhalles and 
the AlmaygncE had the firft, the kynge of Eng- 
lande in the myddle warde, & the duke of Bra- 
bant in the rerewarde. Thus they rodde forthe, 
brennynge and pyllynge the countrey a thre or 
fbiu'e leages a day, and ever toke their logynge 
betymea. And a company of Englyiihmen and 
Almaygnes pafsed the ryver of Somme, by the 
abbey of Vermans, and wafted the countrey al 
about. An other company, wherof fir Johan of 
Heynault, ihe lord Faulquemont, and fir Arnold 
of Bacquehen were chefc, rode to Origny Saint 
Benoyfte, a good townej but it was but cafely 
Clofed : incontynent it was t^en by aslaut, and 
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robbed, and an abbey of ladyes vyobted, and the 
towne brent. Than they departed, and rode lo- 
warde Guyi and Rybemont, and the kynge of 
Englande lodged at Vehoriei, and ther taryed a 
day, and his men r.inne abrade, and dyltroyed the 
countrey. Than tlie kynge toke the way to the 
Flammengerie, to come to Lefche in Tbyeraffe, 
and the marfbals and the by«Ihoppe of Lincolne 
with a fyve hundered fperes pafsed the ryver of 
Tryfague, and entred into Laonnoya, towarde 
the lande of the lorde of Coucey, and brent Saynt 
Gouven, and the towne of Marie. And on a 
nyght lodgedde in the valley befyde Laon, and 
the nextc day they drcne agayne to their hooft j 
for they knewe by fome of their prifonen, that 
the Frenche kyng wai come to Saynt Quyntine* 
with a c. thoufand men, and there to palTe the ry. 
ver of Somme. So thefe lordes in their return- 
ynge brent a good towne called Crecy, and dy. 
verfe other townes and hamelettes therabout . . . 
The kynge of Englande departed fro Samaquet 
and went to Muttrcll j and thcr loged a nyght j 
and the next day he went to the Flamengery, and 
made all hi« men to loge nere about bym, wberof 
be had mo than xl. thuulande j and there he wat 
counfelled to abyde kyng Philyp, and to fy^t with 
hym. The French kyng departed 610 Saynt Quyn- 
tioet i and dayly men came to bim fro all partei. 
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and ib came to Vyronfofle. There the kyng U> 
rjed, Ic &yd howe he wold nit go them tyll he 
had fought with the k^nge of Et^lande, uid mth 
hii alye», feyng they were within two leaget to- 
guythex . . > Thus thefe two kynget were lodged 
bytwene Vyronfofle and Flamengery, in the playne 
feklea, without anyadvauutage. Ithpnke therwas 
never fen before lb goodly an affianble of nobte men 
tender ai wai there. Whanne the kyngeof Eng- 
land, bq^ng in the chapell c^Thyerafie, knewe how 
that king PUlyppe waa within two leagea, than he 
called the lordei ofhit hoft tt^yder, and denuund- 
ed of them what be Ihuld do, hii honour Javed, 
for he layd that his entencyon was to gyre ba- 
tayle. Than the lordea behetde eche otber, and 
they defyredde the duke of Brabant to Ihewe firft 
fail entent. The duke fayd that he wa* of the a<:- 
c<»^ that they fhulde gyve batayle, hr otberwyfe, 
be layd, they coude nat depart, favyng their ho- 
nours } wfaerfore he counfayled that they fhulde 
fende herauldet to the Frenche kyng, to demaonde 
a day of batayle. Than an berauldc of the duke 
of Guerles, who coude well the langage of Frenche, 
wa> enfbrmed what be Ihulde fay, and lb he rode 
tyll he came in to the Frenche booft. And 'than' 
he drewe hym to kyng Philyppe and to hii cotm- 
fayle i "uid &yde. Sir, the kynge of Englande ii 
in the felde, and delyietb to have batell, pbwcr 
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graunted, ind toke the day, the Fridajr next af. 
terg and u than it was Wednifdajr. And fo the 
haraude retoumed, well rewarded with good fuT' 
red gownes gyvea hym by the French kyng and 
other tordea, bycaufe of the tidynget that he 
brought. So thiu the journey was agreed. Be 
knowledge wa* made therof to all the lordet of 
bothe the hooftea, and lb every man made hym 
redy to the mater . . . Whan the Friday came in 
the momyng, both hooftei aparelled themfelfe 
redy, and every lorde harde mafle among thdr 
owoe companye*, and dyvera wer lhri»en. Firft 
we woll fpeke of tborder of thenglyflhmen, who 
drewe them fbrwarde into the fclde, and made 
iii. bateU a fote, and dyd put al their horlei and 
bagages into a lytdl wood bchynde them, and for- 
tefyedit. The firft batel ledde the duke of Gner- 
le$, the marques of NulTe, the nurquyei of Blan- 
quebure, fir Johan of Heynault, tberle of Mons, 
therle of Savynet, the lorde of Faulquemont, lir 
Guyllam du Fort, fir ArnoMe of Baquehen, and 
the Almaynsj and amonge them was xxii. ban- 
ner*, and lx< penons in the hole, and nii.m. men. 
The feconde baCayle had the dake of Brabant, and 
the lorde* and knyghte* of his countrey . . . The 
duke of Brabant had xxiiii. baners, and Ixxx.

It the gretteft had the kyng of Englande, and 
with bjm bii cofyn therlc of Derb]'*, the bys- 
fboppe of Lynecolne, the by*(hoppe of Durame, 
therle of SalUbury, the erie of Northampton and 
of Glocetter, therle of Suffice, llr Robert Dar. 
tt^fe, as than called erle of Rychmont, the lorde 
Raynolde Cobham, the lorde Perfy, the lorde 
Roofe, the lord Montbray, fir Levres and firjdian 
Beaucbampe, the lord Dalawarre, the lorde of 
Laucome, the lorde Basfet, the lorde Fitzwater, 
lir Water Manny, fir Hene HaAynges, fir Johan 
Lyie i and dyvera other that I can nat name, 
among other wat lir Johan Chandos, of whom 
moche honour is fpoken in thia boke. The kyng 
had with hym xxviii. baners, and txxxx. pe- 
noni, and in his battle a vi.m. men of annes, and 
vi.m. archers ; and he had fet an other batell aj 
in a wyng, wherof therle of Warwyke, therle of 
Penbroke, the lorde Barkly, the lorde Multbn, 
and dvyerie other were as cheyfe, and they were 
on horebacke. Thus, whan every lorde was un- 
der his banner, as it was commaunded by the mar- 
shals, the kyng of England mounted on a palfray, 
acompanyed all onely with fir Robert Dartoyfe, 
fir Raynolde Cobham, and fir Water of Manny, 
and rode along before all his batels, and tight 
fwetely defyred all his lordes and other, that they 
• Ahermrd dufct of Litiooter. 
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wolde that day ayde to defende bit honoure j and 
theyallpromyfcdhymfotodo. Than he retunied 
to his owne baCell, and fet evety thing in good 
order, and comraaunded that aon Ihuld go before 
the morfliaU banen. 

" Nowe let us fpcke of the lordcs of Fraunc^ 
what they dyd. They were xt, fcore baners, 
iiii. kynge), v. dukes, xxri. cries, and nv> than 
iiii.m. knyghces ; and of the commone of Frauace 
mo than Ix.m. The kynges that were there with 
kyng Philyppe of Valoyi, waa the kyng ' of Be- 
hayne," the kyng of Niverre, and kyng Davyd of 
Scotland j the duke of Normandy, the duke of 
Bretayne, the duke of Bourbon, the duke of Lor- 
rayne, and the duke of Alhenei. Of erlM: thede 
of Aianfon, ' brother' to the kyng, the erle of 
Fiaunders, therle of Heynalt, the erle of Bloys, 
tberleof Bare, therle of Foreftes, therle of Foyz, 
therle of Amiynack, the erle Dophyro of Au- 
vergne, therle of Vandofme, therle of Harrecourt, 
therle of Say nt Pol, therle of Guynes, therle of 
Bowlongne, therle of Rously, therle of Dampmar- 
tyn, therle of Valentynoia, therle of Aucer, therle 
of Saucerre, therle of Gcnue, the erle of Dreux 
and of Gafcongue, and of Languedoc. So many, 
erles and »ycunles that it were longe to reherfe. 
It was a great beauty to bebolde the baners and 
fiimdredei, wavyng in the wynde; ajid bdrfei 
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barded j and knyghte* ind H^ayen richety umcd. 
The Frenchemea ordayned thre gieat tMtayk i in 
cche of them fyftene thoufand men of armc*t 
[and] XX. m. men a fbte> 

" It myght well be marveyleddei howc fi> 
goodly a ligbt of men of waire, fo nere togyder, 
Ikiilde depart without batayle. But the French- 
men were nat al of one accorde, they were of dy- 
TCr* opynyoni. Some fajde, it were a great Ihame 
and they fought nat, feyng their ennemyi fo nere 
them, in their onne conntre, raynged in the felde ) 
and alfo had promyfed to fyght with them. And 
fome other fayd, it Ihulde be a great folly to fy^t, 
for it wai harde to knowe every manne* myndei 
and jeopanly of treafon. For, tf)ey fayd, if for- 
tune were contrary to their kyng, as to lefe the 
felde, he than fhuld put all hit hole realme in a 
jeopardy to be loft j and thou^ be dyd dyKonfet 
his ennemei, yet for all that he fhuld be never the 
nerer of the realme of Englande, nor of fuch lande* 
parteynyng to any of thofe lordes that be with 
hymalyed. Thug, inftrivyngofdyTenopjmioni, 
the day pafi ty)l it was paft noone; and then fo- 
denly there Itarted an hare among the French- 
men ) and fuch at fawe her cryed and made gret 
brunt, wherby fuche at were behynde thought 
they before had ben figbtynge, and lb put on tbdr 
helmet, and toketheirfpeie* in their handeii and 
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fi> there were made dyvers newe kny^ttti and 
fpeciiilly therle of Heynalt made xiiii. who were 
ever alter called knyghtes of ihe hare. Thus that 
batell ftode flyll all that Friday. And befyde th» 
ftryfe bytwene the counfellours of France, there 
was brought in letters to the hooft, of recommea- 
daciiHi to the Frenchefcyng, and to his counfdl, 
fro kyng Robert of Cicyle j the which kyng, as 
it wa* fayd, was a great aftronomyre, and full 
of great fcience. He bad oftentymes fought his 
bcJces on the ftate of the kynges of England and 
France; and he founde by his alirology, and by 
thenfluens of the hevens, that if the French kyng 
ever fought with kyng Edwarde of England, he 
Ihuld be disconfited : wherfore he, lyke a king of 
gret wysdome, and as he that douted the peryll 
of the Frenche kyng his colyn, fent oftentymes 
letters to king Philyppe, and to his counfayle, that 
in no wyfe he lliulde make any batayle agaynft 
thenglyUhmen, where as kyng Edwarde was per. 
fonally prefent. So that, what for dout, and for 
filch writyng fro the king of Cecyle, dyvers of 
the great lordes of Fraunce were fore abaflhed j 
and alfo kynge Philyppe was enfourmed therof. 
Howeheit yet he had great wyll to gyve batayle, 
but he was fo counfelled to the contrary, that the 
day pafsed without batell, and every man with, 
drue to their lodgynges. And whan the erle of 
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Heynak iawe that thej Ihuld nat figlit, he de- 
parted whh all hi) hole company, and went backe 
the lame night to Queinoy. And the kjnge of 
Englande, the duke of Brabant, and all the otbtf 
lordei, returned and tru&ed all their bagagit, and 
went the lame night to Davefhei in Heynalt. And 
the next day thqr toke leve eche of other ) and 
the Almayni and firabancet departed, and the 
kynge went into Bfabant with the doke bia co- 
fyn. The lame Friday that the batell fliulde have 
ben, the French kjmge, whan he came to his lodg- 
yng, he wai lore dytpleafed, bycaule he departed 
without batayte. But thay of hi* counliiyle liiyde, 
howe right nobly he bad borne hymfelfe, for he 
had valyandy purfued hit enemies, and had dooe 
fbmuche that he had put them out of tuarcalmei 
and how that the kyng of England (bulde make 
many fuch vyages or he conquered the realme of 
Fraunce. The next day kyng Pbilyppe gave 
lytxnce to all maner of men to depart, and he 
thanked right courtealy the gret lordei of tbdr 
aydc and focour. Thus ended this great jour- 
neyj and every man went to theyr owne." Froia- 
fart, vol i. chap, 39, &c. This was in ijjj.

" Nowe lette us. . . fpeke of the kynge of Eng- 
laDde, who wa> on the fee to the intent to arryre 
in Flaunders, and fo into Heynalt to make watre 
agajmft the Frenchmen. Thit waa on Mydfomer 
even, in the yere of our lord m.ccc.xl. all then- 
glyffe fletewM departed outrftberyverofTames, 
and tdce the way to Slnfe. And the fame tyme 
bytwene Blanqueberque and Slnle on the ice w»s 
fir Hewe ' Kyryett," fir Peter Bafauchet, and Barb- 
noyr : and mo than iix fcore great veifeb befyde 
other, and theywere of Nonnayns, Bydawlx, Ge. 
nowes, and Pycardes; about the nomhre of xl.m. 
There ihey were layd by the Frenche kyng, to de- 
fende the kyng of Epgland paif^. The kynge 
of England and his came faylyng ty)t he came be* 
fore Slule; and whan belawe fo great a nombrcof 
fluppes that their maftes lemed to be lyke a great 
wood, he demaunded of the mayiter of his fhip 
what peple he thought they were; be anfwered 
and fayde, Sir, I tbynke they be Normayns layd 
here by the Frenche kynge; & hath done gret 
dyspleafure in Englande, brent your towne of 
Hamton, and taken your great (hyppe the Chiyi- 
tofer. A, quod U)e kinge, I have kinge defyred ta 
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fyght with tbe FrencbenKD, and nowe Jhall I 
fyght iritfa fome of thenii bjr the grace of god 
ind faynt George, for trulf the^ have done me 
fo many dj'tpleTur* that I fhall be revenged & 1 
may. Than tbe king fet all hb Ihyppea in order, 
the gretteft before, well fnmJOhed with arcben, 
ie ever bytwene two (hyppet of arcfaert he had 
one fliyK* ^'i^ I"™ ''f armeii and than he made 
an other batell to lyalofewitta archen to confort 
ever tbem that were moofi wery, yf nede were. 
And there were a great nombre of countefica, la- 
dyet, knyghtet wyret, te other damofeb that were 
goyng to ie tbe qvene at Gaunt : theie ladye* 
the kyng caufed to be well kept with ihre hun- 
dred men of anne*, and v.c. arcben. 

" Whan the kyng and hii mardialt had <r- 
dered bti bataylt, be drewe up tbe feala and cam 
with a greater wyhde, to h^ve tbe rauntage of 
the Ibnne. And fo at laft they toumed a lytell to 
get the wynde at wyll t and wban the Normayiu 
£iwe them recUle bscke, they had naiyell why 
they dyde fo. And fome fayd. They tbinke them 
felfc nat mete to medyll with ui j wherfbre tbey 
woU go baclce. Tbey Jawe well bowe the kyng 
of Engbmd wa» there perfonaily, by region of bia 
banert. Than they dyd appareyle their flet in 
order, for tbey wer fi^ and good men of ware 
on tbe fte } and dyd fet the Cbdttofer, tbe wbicb 
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Gtej lull won the jter before, to be fennaft irith 
many tniropettet and inftrunuate* : and lb fet on 
tbeir ennemin. There began a lore batell on 
bothe partes : arcbera and crosbowcs began to 
fhote, and men of armes aproched and foughte 
bande to handc j and the better to come togyder, 
they had great bokcs, & grapert of yrop to caft 
out of one ihyppe into another, and fo tyed theni 
fait togyder. There were many dedes of armes 
done, takyng and rescuyng agayne. And at laft 
the great Christopher wm firft won by thenglyflh- 
men, and all that were within it taken or flayne. 
Than there was great noyfe and cry, and theng- 
lyflhmen aproehed and fbrtityed the Christofer 
with archers, and made hym to pafTe on byfbre 
to fyght with the Genoweyi. This bataylc wa* 
right fierfe and terryble ; for the batayls on the 
fee ar more dangerous and Jierfcr than the ba~ 
tayls by lande ; for on Che fee ther is no reculyng 
nor fleyng, there is no remidy but to fight, and to 
abyde fortune, and every man to Ihewe his prowes. 
Of a trouthe fir Hewe ' Kyriett," and fir [Peter] 
Bahuchet, and fiarbe-noyer were ryght good and 
expert men of wnire. This bataylc endured fro 
the momyng tyll it ms noone, Sc thenglyflhmen 
endured moche payne, for their ennemie* were 
foure agaynft one, and all good men on the fee. 
Tber the kynj of England wai a noble knight of 
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hi* ovme handes, he wai in the flouer of hit yougb. 
In like vjfe (o wai the erle of Hahy, Pembroke, 
Herfbrde, Huntj^gdoa, N<»ihAmpton, and Glo- 
cetter, fir Raynolde Cohbam, fir Sychirde Staf- 
forde, the lorde Percj, fir Water of Manny, fir 
Hemyof Flaunden, firjahan Beauchainp, thebrde 
Felton, the lorde Bralleton, fir [John] Chjndoi, 
the lorde Ddawarre, the lorde of Malum, fir K»< 
bert Dartoyi, called erle of Rychmont, and dy- 
verfe other lordet and knyghtes, who bare them* 
le[l]fe fo vdyantly, with fome focourt that they 
had of Bruges, and of the countrey thereabout, 
that they obtayned the vyctorie. So that the 
Frenchmen, Nonnayna, and other were dysconfet- 
ted, Ilayne, and drowned : there was nat one that 
fcaped, but all were flayne. Whane this Tjfctoiie 
was atchyred, the kyng all that nygbt abode in 
his fliyppe before Slufe, with great noyle of tnim- 
pettes and other inftrumentes. Thydcr came to 
fe the kynge dyven of Flaunders, fuche as bad 
berdeof the kynges commyng, &c." Froisfart, 

" TTie French king bring advaiiled that the 
king of England meant fliortlie to retume into 
FtMiders with a great power, in purpofe to invade 
the realme of France on tliat fide, asfembled a 
navie of fbure hundred Ihippea undo* the leading 
of three expert capteins of the warret by fea, as 
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fir Hugh lUrlell [r. Kiriett], fir Peter Babucbet, 
and a Geoennt named Barbe-noir, appcnnting 
them to the coafti of Flanders to defend the king 
of England from landing there, if by any meanes 
they might. Thefe three captrini or admerali 
came and laie with thsir fhips in the haven of 
Sluife, for that it was fuppofed the lung of Eng. 
land would arrive there, as bit meaning was in- 
deed. Whereupon, when his men, flups, and pro- 
vifions were ooce readie, in the moneih of June 
[^3¥>1t be tooke the Tea iritb two hundred laile, 
and direfUng bii coude towards Planderi, there 
came unto him the lord Robert Moriey, with th« 
north navie of England, li> that then he had in all 
about three hundred laile, or (ai other £ue) two 
hundred and three fcore. 

" The French navie laie betwixt Sluife and 
Bbutcbogb, fb that when the king of England 
■pprocbed, either part defcried other, Sc there- 
with prepared them to batell. The king of Eng- 
land ftaied, till the funne, which at the grfl wat in 
his face, came foraewhat wellward, and fa had it 
Upon hit backe, that it Iboutd not hinder the fight 
of his people, and fo therewith did fet upon his 
enimies with great manhood, who likewife verie 
fioutly jncountered him, by reafon whereof in- 
fued a fore and deadlie fight betwixt them. The 
navies on both fidei were divided into three bat- 
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tdi. On theEngUlh part, tbeeariesofGlocM. 
ler, Noitbamplon, and Huntington, who wai 
aJmerall of the £eet that belonged to the cinque 
porti, and the torde Robert Morley, admerall of 
tbe northeroe navie, had the guiding of the fore 
ward, bearing themfelves right valiantiie, fo that 
at length the Englilhnien having the advantage, 
not onlie of the funne, but alio of the wind and 
tide, fo fominatlie, that the French fleet wai 
driven into the ftreigbtt of the haven, in fnch 
irife that neither the fouldiers nor inarinen could 
helpe thenielves, infbmuch that both heaven, fea, 
and wind, feemed all to have confpired againft 
the Frenchmen. And herewith matiie ihipB of 
Flanders joining themfelves with the Englifh fleet, 
in the end the Frenchmen were vanquilhed, Haine 
and taken, their fliips being aUb either taken, 
bowged, or broken. 

" When night was come upon them, there 
were thirtie Frtnch fhipa that yet had not entred 
the battell, tbe which fought bjp covert of the 
night to have ftolne awaie, and one of them be- 
ing a mightie great vesfell, called the Jame* of 
Deepe, would have taken awaie a fliip of Sand- 
wich that belonged to the prior of Canterhuriei but 
by the helpe of the erle of Huntington, after they 
had fought all the night till the next mcvnii^, 
the Englilbinen at length prevailed, and lafcing 
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that great huge flup of Deepe, found in hir above 
toure hundred dead bodiei. To ccHidude, Terie 
few of the French Ihips efcaped, except fome of 
their finall veslels, and certdne gallies with their 
admerall Barbe-noir, who in the beginning of the 
battel! got foorth of the haven, advifing the other 
captrin* to doa the like, thereby to avoide the 
danger which they wilfullie imbraced. There 
<Ued in this battell, fought (as fome write) on 
midfummer-daie, in the yeare afbrefaid, of French- 
men to the number of 30000, of Engliffaroen about 
4000, or (as other have that lived in thofe daiea) 
not palt 400, amongft whom there were fbure 
knights of great nobilitie, aa llr Tbomat Mon- 
hermere, fir Th<»nai Lattmer, lir John Bolder, 
and fir Thomas P<nnings. 

" It laid alfo, that the lung hiraleliiB was hurt 
in the thigh. The two Engtifh Ihipt that had 
beene taken the yeere before, the Edward and the 
Chriatopher, were recovered at this time, amongft 
other of the' French Ihips that were taken there. 
Sir Peter Bahuchet was hanged upon a crofle pole 
feftened toamaftofoneofthefliips*. Through 
the wilfulneSe of this man, the Frenchmen re-

FarFraatenBtutihetnlrtdin.^ "Whan 
the kynge of Englande," lay* Froii&rt, " ar- 
fyred in the Hogue Saynt Waft", the king* f»- 
fued out of hit Qiyppe, and the lyrft fote that he 
fette on the grounde, he fell fo rudely that the 
blode brafte out of his nofe; the knyghtes that 
were aboute him tokc him up, and fayd. Sir, for 
goddet fake, enter in agayne Into your fhyp, and 
crane nat alande this dayj for this is but an evyll 
fygne for ui.

the towne, without any order or good aray, for 
all that the conllable coulde do: than the En- 
glyfibmen purfued them egerly. Whan the con. 
(table, and the erle of Tankervyll fawe that, tbejr 
toke a gate at the entry, and laved themfelf and 
certayne with them j for the Englyllhmen were 
entred into the towne. Someof the knyghtei and 
iqoyers of Frawnce, fuche aa knewe the waye to 
the caitell, went tbyder, and the captayne there re- 
crived them all, for the castell was large. Theng. 
lyflhmen in the chafe flewe many, for they toke 
none to mercy. Than the conftable and the erle 
of Tankervyll, beynge in the lytell towre at the 
bridge fote, loked atonge the ftrece, and Jaw their 
men flayne without mercy, they douted to fall 
in their handes. At laft they fane an Englyflhe 
knygbt with one eye, called fir Thorns Holande, 
and a fyve or fixe other knyghtes with hyni) thejr 
knewe them, for they had feae ihem before in 
Pnice, in Grenade, and other vyages i than they 
called to fir Thomas, and fayde howe they wolde- 
yelde themfelfc prifoneri. Than fir Thomas cam* 
tbider with his company, and mounted up inta 
the gate, and there fbunde the fayde lordei with 
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XXV. fcnygtitet nith them, who jvlded them to fir 
Tboniat, and be toke them for hit piifonen, and 
left company to kepe theymj and than moanttd 
agayne on hii horte, and rode into tbe ftreate«> and 
ikved many lyvei, of ladyei, damolela, and cloyt- 
teren fro defbylynge, for the foudjert were with- 
out mercy. It fell lb well the lame feafon £»- 
tbenglyflhmen, that tbe ryvef) whiche wai able to 
bere fhyppe* at that tyme, waf fo lowe that men 
went in and oat be^e tbe biidge. They of the 
towne were entred into their houfei, and caft 
downe into tbe ftrete ttoaet, Qrmbre and yron ) 
and Qcwe and hurte mo than' fyie hundred En- 
^ynh[neD,whernitb tbe kynge wat Ibreditpleafed. 
At nygbt wban he bard therof, be conunaanded 
that tbe next daye all Ibolde be putte to tbe fwerde 
and the towne brent ; but than fir Godfray <tf 
Harecourt Dtyd : Oere fir, for goddei fake, atfwags 
fomewbat youre courage i and let k faftyce jrao 
that ye have done. Ye have yet a gresrt Tojrage ta 
do, er ye come befnv Calyi, wbyder ye purpole 
to go; and, lir, in thii towne there ii moche peo- 
ple, who wyll defend tbeirhoufe*; and it woU coll 
many of your men tbor lyrei, er ye hare all at 
your wyll; wberby, paraTcnturc, ye Iball nat 
kepe your purpofe to Calyi, the wbicbe Ibalde 
redowne to your rech. Sir, lave your people j for 
ye fliaU have nede of thctn or thit monetb p>de> 
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for itbynlce Tcrely your adverfary kyi^ Philyppe 
WoU mete with you to fyght, and ye Iball lynde 
many ftrayt paifagei and rencounten, Wberfore 
your men, and ye bad mo, fliall ftande you in 
gode ftede i and, llr, without any further Heynge, 
ye (ball be lorde of this towne, men and women 
woll put 'al' that tbey have to your pleafure. 
Than. the kyng fayd. Sir Godfraye, you or our 
roarlhall ; ordayne every thynge as ye woll. Than 
fir Godfray, with hia baner, rode fro ftrete to 
ftrete, and commaunded in the kyngea name, uoa 
be fo hardy to put fyre in any boufe, to flee any 
perfone, nor to vyolate any womao. Wlian they 
of the towne hard that crye, they receyved the 
Englyflfamen into their boufes, and made tbeynt 
good cbere ; and fome opyned their cofEera, an 
badde them take what them lyfl, fo they rayght 
be aafured of ther lyves : bowe tieit there were 
done in the towne many yvell dedes, ' murders' 
and roberyes. Thus the EnglyHhrnen were lordes 
of the towne thrs dayes, and wanne great ricbelTe, 
the which they fent by barkefle and barges to 
Saynte Savyoure, by the ryrer of Austreben a 
two leages tbens; where as alt their navy lay. 
Than the kyng . . . departed fro the towne of 
Cane, and rode in the lame maner as tie dyde be- 
fore j brennynge and exitynge the countrey."

pasfages well kept." 

L. 14. 0-vir tbil viater tr ibaitot/it.} " Whaa 
' the Frenche kyng' wai at Amyenfe he had or- 
dayned a great barowne of Normandy, called lir 
Godmar da Fay, to go and kepe the paslade of 
Blanche Taque, where the Englyflhmen muft 
pafle, or els in none other place: he had with 
hym m. men of armes, and fixe thouland a fote, 
with the Geaowayea ) foo they went by Saynt^ 
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Key ngnyer in Ponthieu, and fro tbeni to Crotay, 
whereas the pailage lay. And alio he bad with 
bym a great ncHnbre of men of the countrey, and 
alfo a great nombre of theym of Muttereili Co' 
that they were a twelfe thoufand men, one and 
other. Whan the Englyfihe hooft was come thy- 
der, fir Godmar du Fay araunged all his company 
to defende the pasfage. The kyng of Englande 
lette nat for ail that, bat whanne the fladde wa* 
gone, be commaunded bia marlball to entre into 
the water, in the name of god and faynt George. 
Than they that were hardy and cceagyaua entred 
in bothe parties, and many a man reverled i there 
were feme of the Frenchmen of Arthoye* and 
Pycardy that were as gladde to juft in the water 
as on the diye lande. The Frenchemen defended 
fo well the pasfage at the ysfuyng out of the wa- 
ter, that they had moche to do : the Genowayet 
dyde them great trouble with their croibowet.' 
On thother fyde the archers of Englande (hotte fb 
holly togyder, that the Frenchmen were fayne to 
gyve (Jace to the Englyflhmen. There was a fort 
batayle, and many a noble feate of armes done on 
both parties t finally thengly fib men pafsed over, 
and asfembleU togyder in the felde. The kynge 
and the prince parsed, and all the lordes; thantlw 
Frenchmen kept none array, but departed he that 
night bcft. Whan fir Godmac lawc thu dilcon- 
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fytmt, he fledde and laved hymlelfe : feme fledd* 
to Abvyle, and Ibme to Saynte Raygnyer. Thej 
that were there a fbte coude nat Bee, fo that there 
were Aayne a great numbre of them of Abvyle, 
Mnttrdl, Amt, and of Saynt Reygnieri ths 
cbale endured more than a great leag. And ai 
yet all the Engljrflhnien were nat paTied the ry. 
ver, certayne currouri of tbe kyng of Behayne, 
and of lir Joban of Heynaultet, came (m them 
that were behind) and toke certayne boric* and 
catyagei, and flene dyven, or they coude taka

L. II. He/avi tie ttiu tfimm bren.} Our 
author it fttU fpealdng, it would leeni, of the town 
of Cane ; for, if he meant the town of Cretfy, he 
muft have been miiinfonned, at Crotay leems to 
have been tbe only place bomt after the king 
pafied the rirer. He arriied on Friday the 14th 
of Auguft, 13461 in tbe neighbourhood of Cret- 
fy, where he encamped i tbe king of France lying 
with a great army at Abberille, 
Pagejo. 

L.I. Tbim feme Philip fulrfJ^digbl, tec.} Thit 
it the famoui battle of Cretfy, of which Froisfarti 
sccount, though Ibmewhat prolix, it veiy cuiiout 
and minute. " On the Fridaye, at i fayde be< 
fore, thekyngofEnglandeUy in thefeldet) for 
the contrey wat plentyfiill of wynet and other vy- 
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taylti and yt nede bad bene they had proTyrym 
folowynge in cartes and other caiyagea. That 
njght the kynge mad a fupper to all bit chefe 
Jordes of the hooft, Sc made tbem good cbere < 
tnd whan they ivere all departed to take their 
reft, than the kynge entred into hit oratorie, and 
kneled downe before the auter, praeng god de- 
vontly, that if he fought the next day that he 
nught achyve the journey to bis honour. Than 
aboute midnyght he layde hym downe to reftej 
and in the mornynge he rofe betymet, and harde 
mafTe, and the prince his fonne with hym ; and 
themofteparte of his company were confefied and 
houreied ; and, * after' the malTe £iyde, he com- 
maunded every man to be armed, Sc to drawe to 
the felde, to the fame place before apoynted. Than 
the kynge caufed a parke to be made by the wode 
Jyde, behynde hit hooft j and there was fet all 
cartes and caryages, and within the parke were 
all their horfcs, for every man was afote i and 
into thys parke there was but one entry. Than 
he ordayned thre batayls. In the firft, the yonge 
prince of Wales, with hym the erie of Warwyke 
and Canforde, the lorde Godfray of Harecourt, 
fir Reynolde Cobham, fir Thomat Holande, the 
lorde Staiforde, the lorde of Mauny, the lorde 
Dataware, firjohan Chandot, fu' Bartylmewe de 
Bomei, fir Robcrte Nevyll, the \ordt TboniM 
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Clyfforde, the iorde Bourcbier, the lorde de la 
Tumyer, and dyvers other knytes and fquyert 
thati cannat name: they were an viii. hundred 
menofarmes, and two thou fande archers, and a 
tboulande of other, with the Walfnimen i every 
lorde drue to the felde apoynted, under hii owns 
baner and penonc. In the fecond batayle, wai 
therle of Northampton, thcerle of Arundell, the 
lorde RolTe, the lorde Lygo, the iorde Wylougb- 
by, the Iorde Basfet, the lorde of Saynt Aubyne, 
firLoyes Tueton, the lorde of Myleton, the lorde 
de la Sell, and dyvers other, about an eight hun- 
dred men of armei, and twetf hundred archers. 
The third batayle hadthekynge: be had fevyn 
hundred men of armes and tno thoufande ar- 
chers. Than the kyng lept on a hobby, with a 
whyte rodde in his band, one of hii tnarlbals on 
the one hande, and the other on the other hande ! 
he rode fro renke to renke, deryringe every man 
to take he:!e that daye to hii right and honour. 
He fpake it fo fwetely, and with To good counte. 
nance and mery there, that all fuch as were dis- 
con^ted toke courage in the layeng and heryng 
of hym. And whan he had thus vifyted all his ba- 
tayles, itwaa tliennyneof the day: thanhecaufed 
every man to eate & drynke a lytell, and fo they 
dyde at their leaferj and afterwarde theyordred 
agayue their batnylles i than erery man lay downe 
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on the yerthe, and by by ro hii Jalet and bowe, Ui_ 
be the more frcDher whan their ennemyci Ibulde 

" Phis Saturdaye the Frenche kynge rofc be- 
tymes, and hard mafle in Abryle, in his lodgynge 
in the abey of Saynte Peter ; and he departed af> 
ter the ronne-rifyng. Whan he was out of the 
towne two leages, aprochyng towarde his enne- 
inyes, fome of bia Ionics layde to hym : Sir, it 
were good that ye ordred your botayls, and let 
all your fotenien palTe fomwbat on b<!fbre, that 
they be nat troubled witli the horfemen. Than 
the kyng fent uii. knyghtes, the Moyne Battell, 
the lorde of Noyers, the lorde df Beaujewe, and 
the lorde Dambegny,. to ryde to avyewe theng- 
lyAhe hoftet and fo they rode To nere that th^ 
inyght well fe part of their dealyng. Thenglyllh. 
men Jawe them well, and knewe well howe liey 
were come thyder to avieu them: they let them 
alone, and made no countenance towarde them, 
and let them retourne as they came. And whan 
the Frenche kyng fawe thefe fourc knyghtes 
retourne agayne, be taryed tyll they came to 
hym i and fayd. Sirs, what tydyngei f Thele four 
knyghtes eche of them loked on other, for there 
was none wotde fpeke before his companyon. 
Finally, the kynge (ayd to Moyne, who peitayned 
to the kynge of Beliaygne, and bad done in hii 
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dayct fbmoch that he wai reputed for one of the 
valyanteft knightet of die worlde. Sir, fpeke j'ou. 
Tbaa be layd : Sir, I fhaU fpeke, Cth it pleats 
yoa, under the correction of my felawes : fir, we 
bare lydea and fcne the behavynge of your en- 
nemyet, knowe yc for trouth, tfaey arc refted in 
thre bauyb, abydinge for you. Sir, I iroll coon. 
lell you, at for my parte, favynge your displea- 
fure, that you and all your company refl here and 
lodg for this nyght ; for or they tbat be bebynde 
of your cAmpany be cotne hyther, and or your 
batayU be f^ in good order, it wyll be very late, 
and your people b: very and out of array j and 
ye (ball fyndc your ennemyi freflbe and redy to 
receyve you. Erly in the mornynge ye maye or* 
der your batayllea at more leafer, and advife your 
cnnenuN at more delyberacion, and to regarde 
well what way ye wyll ai&yle theym ; for, fir. 
furely tbey woll abyde you. Than the kynge 
conunaunded tbat it (huld be fa done. Than his 
ii. marlhalt one rode before, another behynde, 
jayenge to every baner, Tary and abyde here, in 
the name of god and laynt Denys, They that 
were fbrmaft taryed ; but they that were behynde 
wokle oat tary, but rode forthe, and £iyd howe 
tbey wold in no wyfe abyde tyll they were as ferre 
forward a* the tormaft. And whan they before 
lawe them come on behynde, than they rode for. 
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WardeagHyne i fo that the kyng nor hii imrfhaU 
coude nat rule them. So they rode wilhoute or- 
der in good araye, tyll they came in fyghtof thdl* 
enemyei. And aafone aa the fonnall iawe tbenty 
tbey reculed than backe without good an^i 
wherof they behynde had marvell, and yitrt abaOh- 
cd, and thought that the {bmall: compani had 
ben 6ghtyng i than they mygbt have had leafcr 
and ronw to have gone forwarde if they had lyft. 
Some went forthe, and fome abode ftylU Tha 
commons, of wbome alt the wayes bytwene Ab- 
vyie and CreiTy nere full, whan they &we that 
they were sere to their ennemies, they toke thnr 
ftrerdes, and cryed, Dov/ne with them, let ut He 
them all. There waa no man, though he were 
prefent at the journey, that coude ymagen or Ihewe 
the trouth of tbe yvell order that was amonge the 
Frencbe partie { and yet they were a mervelous 
greace nombre. That i wryle in this boke, i lern- 
ed it fpecyally of the Englydhmen, who well be- 
helde their dealyngj and alfo certayne knyghtes of 
fir Johan of Henaultes, who was alwayes aboute 
kynge Philyppe, fiiewed me as they knewe. 

" Tbenglyflhmen, who were in tbre bataylt 
lyenge on tbe grounde to reft them, asfone at th<7 
£iw the Frenchmen aprocbe, they role upon their 
fete, layre and eafely, withoute any haft, and 
uanged tbor batayb. Tbe firfte, whiche wai 
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the prince* bateU, the arcbera there Aode in ma* 
ner of a herie, and the men of annea, in the bo- 
tome of the batajle. Therie of Northamton Ic 
therle of Anindell, with the fecond batell, were 
on a wjnge in good order, redy to conAite the 
princes batayle, yf nede were. The lordc* and 
knygbtn of France came niit to the aelemble to- 
gyder in good order j for Ibrae came before, and 
fome came after, in fuche haft and yvell order, 
that one of them dyd trouble another. Whan the 
French kyng fawe the EnglyOhmen, lut blode 
cbaunged, and fayde to his marlhals. Make the 
Genonayea go on before, and begynnc the batayle, 
in the name of god and laynt Denyfe. There 
were of tlie Genonaies, crosbowea, about a lyf- 
tene thoufand, but they were fo wcry of goyng 
a Ibte that day a fix leages, armed with their cros- 
bowei, that they fayde to their conltables. We be 
nat well ordred to fyght thif daye, ibr we be nat 
in the cafe to do any great dede of armes ; we 
have more nede of reft. Thefe wordei came to 
the erle of Atanfon, who layd, A man ii well at 
cafe to be chained with fuche a forte of rascalles, 
to.be faynt and l^yle nowe at mooll nede I Alfo, 
the lame feafon, there fell a greate raync and a 
clypG, with a terryble thonderj and before the 
rayne there came fleyng over botbe baiayls a great 
nombre of crowea, for feare of the tempeft i;om< 
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m;iig. Than anone the eyre begume to w»e 
dere, and the fonne to fliyne fayre and bright} 
the wfakhe wgi right in the Fretichraeni eycn, 
and on the EnglyfDnneni backe. Whan the Ge- 
novayes were aifembled toguyder, and beganne 
to aproche, they made a great leape and aye to 
aballbe tben^yininien ; but they ftode Ayll, and 
flyredde nat for alt that. Thanne the Geno- 
•mja, agayne the fcconde tyme, made another 
leape and a fdl,crye, and ftepped forwarde a ly- 
teli) and thenglyflhmen remeved nat one fbce. 
Thirdly, agayne they leapt and cryed, and went 
forthe tyll they came vithjn fhottei thanne they 
fhotte fienly with their croibowes. Than tlieng- 
lyflhe arcben llepte furthe one pale, and lette fly 
dmr arones, fo holly and lb thycke, that it feined 
fiiDwe. Whan the Genowayes telte the arowes 
perfynge through ' heedg,' armei, and breftes, 
many of them caft downe their crosbowe), and 
dyde cutte their firyngei, and retaurned diKon- 
fyted. Wban ttle Frenche kynge lawe them flye 
awaye, he layde, Slee thefe raTcala, for they fhall 
ktte and trouble us withoute reafon. Than ye 
fliulde have lene the men of armes daUhe in among 
them, and kylled a great nombre of them. And 
ever ftyll the Englyflhmen ihot where as they 
£iwe thyckeft preace: the fhacpe arowes ranne 
intothemenofarmet, and into their horfes, and 
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manyftU, borft and iiKn, amonge the Gmolttyif 
and whan they were downe, they coude nat re- 
lyre agayne, the preace was fo thycke, thaf one 
overthrewe another. And alfo amonge the En- 
glylThmen there were certayne raicalles, that went 
afbte, with greate knyveij and they went in' 
among the men of armei, and flewe and mur- 
dredde maily, as they laye on the groiinde; bothe 
erlet, ' barowAei,' knyghtes, and fquyen i wher-; 
of the byng of Englande was after displeafid ; for 
he had rather they had bene taken priibneri. The 
valyant kynge of Bebaygne, called Charle* of Lu- 
zenboui^, fonne to the noble emperour Hemy 
of Luzenbourge, for all that he was nyghe blyvde,' 
whan he underAode the order of the batayle, he 
fayde to them about hym. Where is the lorde 
Charles my fon ? Hi» men fayde. Sir, we cannae 
tdl } we tfaynke he be fyghtynge. Than he fayde, 
Sir«, ye are my men, my companyons, and frendea, 
in this journey i i requyre yon bryng me fo farre 
fbrwarde, that i maye ftryke one ftroke with my 
fwerde. They fayde they wolde do his com- 
roaundemente; and to the entent that they flinlde 
nat lefe hym in the preafe, they tjed all their 
raynes of tbnr bridelles eche to other, and fette 
the kynge beforfrto aeomplyflhe his defyre; and 
lb they went on their enemyea. The lorde Charlw 
of Bebaygne, his fonne, who wrote hymftlfe kynga' 
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ttf Behaygne, and bare tbe armes, lie camt in 
good order to tbe batayle, but wbanne he Jawe 
that the matter wente awrye on their parte, he 
departedi i can nat tel! you nhiche waye. Tbe 
kynge his father was fo farre forewarde, that he 
ftrake a ftroke with hi* fnerde, ye and mo than 
fought valyantly ; and fo dyde his company, and 
they adventured therafeife fo forwarde that they 
were all flayne, and the next day ihey were founde 
in a place about the kynge, and all the horfes tyed 
ecbe to other . . . This batayle bytwene Broy and 
Cre«fy, thia Saturday, was ryght craell and fell, 
and many a feat of armes done that came not to 
my knowlege. In the night dyverfe knyghtes 
and Iquyers loll their maisters, and Ibmtyme came 
on tbenglyfihmen, who rcceyved theym in fuche 
wyfe, that they were ever nighe flayne ; for there 
was none taken to mercy nor to raunfome ; for fo 
the Englyflhmen were determyned in the mornyng 
[of] the day of the batayle. Certayne Frenche- 
men and Almaygnes perforce opyned the archers 
of the princes batayle, and camt and fought with 
the men of armes hande to hande. Than the fe- 
condebatayleof thenglyllhmencanie to focourthe 
princes batayle; tbe whiche was tymc, for they 
had as than moche ado ; and they with the prince 
fent a mesfcnger to tlie kynge, who was on a ly- 
tell wyndmyll hyll. Than the knyght fayde to 
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the kpnge, Sir, therle of Warwyke, and tlteile of 
Canfort, fir Reynolde Cobhun, and other liicbc 
ai be about the prince your fbnne, ar feenlf 
fought viihall, and are fore bandied : vherfbre 
they defyre you that yon and your batayle woUe 
come and ayde them, for If the Frenchmen encreafe, 
aa they dout they woll, your fonne and they fliaU 
have mocbe ado. Than the kynge fayde. Is my 
Ibnne deed, or hurt, or on the yerthc felled ? No, 
fir, quoth the knyght, but he is hardely matched } 
\vherfbre hehatbe nedeof your aydc. Wdl, (ayde 
the kyng, retoume to hym, and to them that fent 
you hyther, and fay to them, that they fende no 
more to me for any adventure that falleth, ai long 
as my fonne is alyve : and alfo lay to them, that 
they fuffre hym this day to Wynne hit fpurre* ; 
for, if god be pleafed, i woll this journey be his, 
and the honoure thcrof, and to them that be 
aboutc hym. Than the kiiyght retoumed agayn 
to them, and Ihevred the kyngeswordes, thewhitb 
gretly encouraged them ; and repoyned tn that 
they bad fende to the kynge as they dyd .... 
In the evenynge the Frenchc kynge, who had left 
about hym no mo than a thrcercore perfons one 
and another, wherof fir Johan of Meynalt was 
one, who had remounted one the kynge, for his 
horfe was Hayne with an arowc ; than he fayde to 
the kynge. Sir, departe benfe, for it is- tyme : kfe 
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■at yaurkik wylfully t if ye have lolTe at tfais 
tyme, ye fhall recover it agayne another feaion. 
And foo he toke the kinges horfe by the bryddl, 
and leddc hy,n away in a maner perforce .... 
This Saturday the Englylllieinen never departed 
fro their batayls for cbafynge of any man, but 
kept flyll their felde, and ever defended themlelfe 
agaynll all fucL as came to asfayle tlicm. Thii 
batayle ended aboute evynfonge tyme. 

" On this Saturdaye, whan the nj'ght was come, 
and that thenglynhmea hard no more noyle of 
the Frenchemen, than they reputed themfelfc to 
have the vyctorie, and tlie Frenchmen to be dy*- 
confiied, llayne and fled awaye. Than they made 
greate fyers, and lyghted up torchelTe and can- 
dellea, bycaufe it was very darke ; than the kyng 
avayled downe fro the lytell hyll whereas be flode, 
and of al that day tyll than his beltne came never 
of on big heed. Than he went with all his batayle 
to his fonne the prince, and fayde, Fayre fonne, 
god gyve you good perieverance i ye ar my good 
fon, thus ye have acquyted you nobly ; ye ar wor. 
tby to kepe a realme. The prince inclyned him. 
felfis to the yerthe, honouryng the kyng His &- 
tber. Thi« night they thanked god for thor 
good adventure, and made no boolt therof { for 
the kynge wolde that no manne fbuJde be proude 
or make booft, but every man humbly to thank

Cal^i *, he layde his fiege and ordayned bai- 
tldet, betwcne the towne and the ryverj he made 
carpenters to make houles, and lodgynget of great 
tymbre, and fet the houfes lyke ■ Areetes,' and 
coverd thera with rede and brome ; fo that it wa* 
lykc a lytell towne ; and there WM every thj^ge 
to fell, and a inarkette- place to be kept evety 
Tuefdaye and Saturday, for fleflhe and fjSh, mer- 
cery-ware, houfes for cloth, for bredde, wyne and 
all other thynges necesfarie, fuche as came out of 
England, or out of Flanders, there they mygbt 
bye what they lyll , . . The kynge wolde nat aa- 
fayle the towne of Calys ; for he thought it but 
a loft labour : he fpared bit peple, tc his artiU 
lery, and iayd howe he wold famyflhe them in the 
towne jvitti long Cege, without the Frenche kyng 
come and reyfe his fiege perforce. Whan the cap- 
ten of Calys fawe the maner and thorder of then. 
glyflhmen, than he conftrayned all poore and 
roeone peple to ysfue out of the towne. And <« 
■ On the jdofScpttmUri i}^^. 
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Wednyfday there ytfued out, of men, women and 
.cbyldren, mo than xvii.c. and a« they pafsed 
through the hooft, they were deraaunded why 
they departed, and they aofwered and fayde, by- 
.caufe they had nothyng to lyve on. Than the 
kyng dyd them that grace that he liifFred them 
to pasfe through hii hoft without danger, and. 
gave them mete and diynke to dyner, and every 
perfon ii.d. fterlyngin almeii for the which dy. 
neri many of them piayed for the kyngei profpe- 
lyte. 

" Kin^ Philyppe, who knewevrell howe hit 
iuen were fore conftrayncd in Calayt, commaund- 
ed every manne to be with hym at the feeft of 
.Fentecoft, in the citie of Amyenfe, or there about : 
there was none durft fiy nay . . , Whan they were 
all at Amyenfe they toke counfayle ; the Frenche 
kyng wold gladly that the pai&ges of Flaunder* 
myght have ben opyned to hym i for than be 
.thought he might fende part of his men to Gra- 
.vclyng, and by that way to refrefihe the towne 
of Calyt, and on that fyde to fyght ealcly with 
thenglyflhmen. He fende great niesfangen into 
' Flaunder*' to treat for that mater, but the kyng 
of Englande had there fuche frendes that. they 
irolde never accorde to that curtefyi than the 
Frenche kyng laid howe he wolde go thyder on 
tbe fyde towarde Burgoyne .... Than the kynft 
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TCnt to die towne of Arrai, and fefte many men 
of vnare to the garytani of Artbojr* ■ . • Than 
the French kjmg and his company departed fm 
Arras and went to Hedyn; hit booft with tbe ca- 
lyag^ held well in length a three leages of that 
contrey j and there be taryed a day, and tbe next 
day to BUngy. There he reiled to take advylb 
what way to go forthe : than he wa« counTayled 
to go through the contrey called la Belpie, and 
that way he toke, and with him a cc.m. one and 
other i and fo . . . came ftreyght to the hyll of 
Sangattei, bytnene Calays and Wysfant. They 
came in goodly xder with banen displayed, that 
hit wai great beautie to beholde tbar pnyafant 
array : they of Calys, whan they lawe them lodge, 
it iemed to them a newe fiege. 

** Ye (hall here what the kyng of Englandc 
dyd . . . Whanne he fawe and knewe that the 
Frenche kyng came with fo {^eat an hooft to Taj& 
tbe fiege, the whiche had cofte him fo moche good, 
and payne of hi» body, and loft many of hy> men, 
and knewe well bowe he had fo conllrayned the 
towne, that hit couldc nat longe endure for de- 
finite of ntayU, it greved hym fore than to de* 
part. Than be advyfed well bowe tbe French- 
men cou^e nat aproche nother to the hooft, nor 
to tbe towne, but in two places, other by tbe 
downes by the lee ^e, or elln above by the

bi^ie waye, and there was many dykei, rockes, 
and marellbes, and but one way to palle over the 
bridge called Newlande bridge. Than the kynge 
made all hit navy to drawe along by the cell of 
the donnet, erery fliyp well garnylthed with bom- 
bard«s, crosbowes, archen, Ipringallei, and other 
aityllary j wherby the Frenche hooft my^ht nat 
pafTe that waye. And the kyng caufed the erle 
oTJDetby to go and kepe Newlande-bridge with a 
great nombre of men of annes and archers, lb 
that the Frenchmen coude natte pafle no waye, 
' without ' they wolde have gone through the 
maiihet, the whiche was onposfyble. On the 
other fyde, towarde Calays, there w^ a hygh 
towre kept witb xxx. archers, and they kept the 
pasfages of the downes fro the Frenchmen . . . 
The Frencbe kyng lent his marflials to advjCe 
what way he myght aproche to fyglit with the 
Englyllhnicn : h they went forthe, and whan 
' they ' had advyled the paslages and Itraytes, 
they retoumed to the kyng, and fayde, howe in 
no wyfe he coude come to the Englyflhraen, with- 
out he wolde lefe his people. So the mater refted 
all that day and nyght after. The next day, af- 
ter mafie, the Frenche kyage fende to the kynge 
of Englande the lord ' Geffraye' of Chamey, the 
lord Ewltace of Rybamount ■, Guy of Nele, 
* Thij oobleaiaD wai olua prilbaer, ia Angle combat, 
bj king Edward, fighting under the banner of [ir Walter 
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x&d the lorde Beajene( and ai tfaey rode that 
ftronge waye, they fawe well it was faarde to pafTe 
that way. Thejr prayJed mocbe the order that the 
erle of Derby kept there at the bridge of New- 
Jande, by the wbiche they pa&ed. Than they 
rode tyll they came to the kynge, vbo wa* well 
acompanyed mth noble men aboute hym { thanne 
they foure lyghted, and came to the kyngSi and 
dyde tbrir reverence to hym. Than the lord 
Ewftace of Rybamount faid. Sir, the kynge my 
mayiter fendeth you vrorde by ni that be ii come 
to the mount of Sangate to do batayle with you i 
but be canne fynde noway tocometoyou: tber- 
fore. Or, he wolde that ye Ihulde apoynt certayne 
of your counfayle, and in lyke wife of his, and 
they betwene theym to advyle a place for the ba- 
tayle. The kyng of Englande was redy advyfed 
toanrwere,andlayde. Sirs, Ihavewcllundcrftandc 
that ye defyre me, on thcbebalfe of myne adver- 
fcry, who kepeth wrongfully fro me myne hery. 
.tage : wherfore i am fbrie. Say unto hym Iro me, 
if ye lylt, that 1 am here, and fo hare bene nyghe 
an hole yere, and all this he knew right well. He

the baulc the king gave hit prifooen a fuppcr in the caide 
of Calais, and after fuppcr, he gave fir Euftacc a chiplet of

». I. cc. lit, IJl. 
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nijrght have come hyther foner, if he bad wolde; 
but be bath futfred me to abide here lb long, the 
wluche hath ben gretly to isy cofte and charge. 
I nowe CDude do fo mochc, if i vrolde, to be fbne 
lorde of Calays, whetfore I am natte determynedde 
to folowe bis devyfe and eafe, nor to departs fro 
that whiche i am at the poynt to wynne, and that 
i have lb fore defyreil, and derely 'boughtei' wber- 
fore if he nor his men canne pafle this way, lette 
theym feke fome other pasfage, if they thynke to 
come hyther.

danc all that lyeth in oure power. Now oure fo- 
coun hath &y[ed ua j and we be fo fore ftrayned, 
that we have nat to lyve withall, but that we 
muAe all dye, or eU enrage for famyn ; without 
the noble and gentyll kyng of youra woll take 
mercy on U(, the wbicbe to do we requyre you to 
ddyre hym to have pyte on ui, and to let at go 
and depart u we bc} and lettc bym take the 
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Wwne bid caGtell, and all the goodea that be tber* 
in, the whiche is greate abundauoce. Than fir 
Ganltjer of Mannjr fayde, Sir, we knowe fbm- 
what of the entencyon of the kynge our mayater, 
for he bath fhewed it luito ua; furely, knowe, for 
tnnith, it ia nat his mynde that ye, nor they 
mtbin the towne, ihiilde depart ^o; for h is hit 
wyll that ye all fhude put yourfelfcs into hia purs 
wyll, to ranfome all fuche as pleafcth hym, and 
to putte to dethe Aiche as he lyfte : for they of 
Cabya hath done hym fuche contrarye« and dia- 
pyghtes, and hath caufed hym to dyapende foo 
moche good, and lode many of hia menne, that 
he is fore grered agaynft them. Than the cap- 
tayne fayde, Sir, this ia to harde a mater to u>t 
we ar here within a fmall forte of knigbtes and 
fquyera, who hath trewely ferred the kyng our 
maiater, as well as ye ferre yours. In lylce cafe, 
and we bare endured moche payne and uneafe, 
but we fhall yet endure aamoche payne aa ever 
kn^htet dyd, rather tbanne to confent that the 
worft ladde in the towne fhulde have any more 
yyell than the gretell of ut all, Therfbre, llr, we 
praye you, that of your humylite, yet that ye 
woU go and fpeke to the kynge of Englande { and 
defyre hym to have pitie of ua ; for we trutte in 
hym fo moche gentyloefle, that by the grace of 
god, hia putpofe Iball cbaunge. Sir Gsltier of 
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Manny and firHufet retonnied to the kynge, aiM 
dedaiYd to bym all that badde bene Tayde.

If ye fendc 
any of ui your fervauntei into any tbctrefTe, we 
woU nat be very gladde to go, if ye putte any of 
theym in the town to dethe after they be yelded i 
for in lyke nife they woU deale with u*, if tbe 
cafe (dl lyke. The whiche wordee dyrerfe other 
lorde* tbatwere there prelent rustayned and mayn- 
teyned. Than the kynge fayde. Sin, i wyll nat 
be alone agaynfte yoa all ; therfore, fir Gaultier 
of Many, ye Ihall goo, and (aye to the captayne, 
that all the grace that they Ihall fynde nowe in 
me ii, that they lette fixe <rfthe chief burgeljei of 
thetowne ' come' out barebeCdtd, barefoted and 
barelegged, and in their Ihertei, with faaulter* 
about their necket, with the kayet of tbe towne 
and canell in their bandeii and lette theym fixe 
yelde themlelfe purely to my wylt, and the rely- 
dewe i wyll take to mercy. Than fyr GaultycT 
retoumed, and founde fyr Johan of Vyen ftyll on 
the wall, abydynge for an anfwere: thanne ^r 
Gaultyer fhewed hym all the grace that he conide 
gette of the kynge. Well, quod fir Johan, fir, i 
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fequjrl* fan tafy here a certayne fpace, tyll i go 
in to the towne, and Ihewc this to the commons 
«f thetowne, who fent me hydcr. Than fir Johan 
went unto tbe market-place, and founed the com- 
mon bell; than incontynent men and women as- 
£nnbled there i than the captayoe made reports 
of all that he had done, and fayde, Sirs, it wyll 
be none ocherwyfe; therfbre nowe take advyfe, 
and make a lliorte aunfwere. Thanne all the peo- 
ple beganne to wepe, and to make fuche ferowei 
that there was nat fo herd a hert, yf they bad ieoe 
them, but that wolde have had greate pytie en. 
theym: the captayne hymfelte wepte pytioiuly.: 
At lafi tbe mooft rycbe borgefle of all tbe towne, 
called Ewftace of Saynte- Peters, role up and layde 
openly : Sirs, great and fmajl, greate myschiefe it. 
fliutde be to JtitTre to dye fuche people as be in 
this towne, other by famyn or otberwyfe. Whan 
there if meane to lave iheym. I thynke he or 
they (hulde have great metette of our lorde god, 
that myght kepe theym fro fuche rayschelfe. As 
for my parte, i have fo good trufte in our lorde 
god, that yf i dye in the quarell to fave the rely- 
dewe, that god wolde pardone me. Wherfore, to 
fave them, i wyll be the firil to putte my lyfe in 
Jeopardy. Whan he had thus fayde, every man' 
worlhypped hym, and dyvers kneled dowbe at his 
iete, with fore wepyng, and fore fyghes, Than 
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another honefte burgefle roTe and (ayde, I wytt 
kepe company with my gofliippe Ewftacei he nu 
called Joban Dayre. Than rore up Jaquei of 
Wyi&nt, who was ryche id goodes and berytage { 
he Tayd alTo, that he wolde bold company mth 
bi* two cofynt in lyke wyfe i fo dyd Peter rf Wy«- 
£uit hi* brodicr: and thanne role two other; they 
layde, tbey wolde do the fame. Thanne they went 
and appardled tbem ai the kyng defyred. Than 
the captayne went with them to the gatei tiiere 
WH9 great laroentacyon made, of men, women and 
chytdren, at their departyi^. Than the gate wai 
opyned, and he yifiied out with the vi. burgeftet 
and doled the gate agayne, fo that they were by- 
twene the gate and the bartyen. Than he fayde 
to fir Gaultyer of Manny, Sir, i delyrer here to 
you, at c^ttayne of Calyt, by the hcde ctmlent of 
all the pet^le of the towne, the fix burgeltes ( 
and i fwere to you trudy, that they be and were 
to day mooft honourable, ryche, and mofte nota- 
ble burgdie* of all the towne of Calyi. WbeT' 
fisre, gentyll knyght, i reqnyre yon, pray the 
kyt^ to have mercy on theym, thu tbey dye nat. 
Quod fir Gaultyer, I can nat &y wtiat the kynge 
wyll dot ^^ > """ ^° ^'' them the beft i can. 
Thanne the barryen were opyned, the fixe bur- 
gefset wente towardet the kynge, and the cap- 
tayne entnd agayne into the towne. Whan fir 
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GiOltier prefented thefe burgefses to the kyi^t 
titty kneled downe, and bdde up tbfir handet 
and layde : Gentyll kynge, betidde here, we fizCj 
irbo were burge^ of Calayi) and great mar- 
chanKt, we have brought to you the kayes of the 
towne, and of the caitell) and we fubmyt onre 
felie clerely into youre wyll and pleafure, to fave 
the rdydue of the people oS Calaya, who have 
fiiffired greate payne. Sir, we belechc youn 
grace to have mercy and pytie on ui, through 
your hygh noble*. Than alt the erles and ba- 
rownes and other that were there wept fw pytie. 
The kynge loked ftlly op theym, for greatly be 
hated the people of Calyi, for the great damage* 
and displeafurei they had done bym on the fee 
before. Than he commaunded their heedes to be 
ftryken of. Than every man required the kyng 
for mercy; but be wolde here no man in .^t 
•behalfc.' Than fir Gaultyerof Manny fayd: A, 
noble kynge, for goddea fake refrayne 'your' cou- 
rage; ye have the name of fouverayne noble* t 
therfw^ nowe do nat a thyng that Ihulde blemyflhe 
your renome, nor to gyve caufe to fome to fpdce 
of you vyQany. Every man woll lay it is a great 
cruelty to put to detbe fuche boneft perlbns, who 
by their owne wyUes putte themfelfe into youre 
grace to fave their company. Than the kyng 
wiyed away fro hym, and commaunded to fendc 
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for tbe hangman i and £iydei They of Calyt Iiath 
cauicd many of my men to be flaine, wherfora 
theft fliall dye in lyke wyle. Than the queue, 
beyoge great with chylde, koeled downe, and foro 
WEpynge, fayd : A, gentyll fyr, fith I pafaed the 
fee ingreat parellibavederyrednotbyngeof youj 
therfbre nowE i humbly requyre you, in the ho- 
nour of the fon of the virgyn Mary, and for the 
love of me, that ye wall take mercy of thefe fix 
burgelset, Tbe kynge behelde the qnene, and 
ftode ftyll in a ftudy a fpace, and than fayd i A, 
dame, i wold ye had ben as nowe in fame other 
placei ye make fucher^ueft to me that i can nat 
deny you i wherfore i gyve them to you, to do 
your pleafure with theym. Than the quene cauied 
them to be brou^t into her chambre, and made 
the halten to be taken fro their necket, and 
caufed them to be newe-ctothed, and gave them 
their dyner at their lefer : and than flie gave ech 
of them Hxt nobles, and made them to be brought 
out of thooft in lavegarde, and let at their lyber- 
te. Thus the ftronge towne of Calys was gyven 
up CO kyng Edwarde of Englande the yere of our 
lorde god m.ccc.xlvi, in the moneth of Auguft."

qtience <tf his rerearchei in London, relative to 
the history of France, as communicated by him 
in a meinoir to the French academy. (Mimeira 
Je Ulterature A tacaJi/nieJti injcriptioni, xxxTii. 
5»8-) 

" I thai not examine the feveral circnmftancG* 
of Froisfarts relation, of which be it the only 
voucher. Perhaps it may be thought difficult to 
reconcile them with certain (s&i hitherto un- 
known, but of incontestable authenticity; which 
i thai content myielf to repoiC. 

" The queen, who is fuppofed to have been fo 
toucbedwitb themiferyof the fix burgefses, whofe 
life Ihe had &ved, did not &il to obtain, a few 
days- after, the confiscation of the houfcs which 
John d'Aire, one of them, had posfefsed in Ca. 
bis. 

" Tiie greater part of the other houfes were 
^Tcn to theEnglifb, whom Edward L'alled thither 
by his letters of the nth of Auguft. Calais had 
CoA him too dear; he felt the importance of fuch 
a place too much to neglect anything which might 
enfure its prefcrvation. Even the habitations 
which he there granted to his fubjefts were not 
given without a claufe of feilidg them to none but 
the Englilh. 

" It is not, however, necesfary to imagine, as 
one coniroDnly believes apon the taith of histO' 
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nans, that every former poife>ror was Anna out, 
that every Frenchman was excluded ; 1 have ften, 
OQ the contrary, a number of French names 
among thore of the perlbns to whom Edward 
granted boufes in his new conqueft. But i did 
not expeA to find in the number of thofe who 
had accepted the favours of the new foverctgn, 
him who appeared the moft likely to disdain tbeni, 
the famous Eufiache de Saint-Pierre. 

" By letters, of the ith of October 1 3+7, two 
months after the furrender of Calais, Edward 
gave to Euftache a conllderable penlion, til he 
fhould provide for him more amply. The mo- 
tives of tbii favour afe the fervices which he 
owed to render, either in maintaining good or- 
der in Calais, or in watching the Mety of that 
place. Other letters, of the fame date, founded on 
the fame motives, grant to him and his heirs the 
ffxatek part of the boufet and ground which he 
bad posfefied in that city, and add to tbem, An:. 
ther.fome others. That Euftache deSaint-Pieite, 
the man who is painted to ns as immolating him- 
felf with fa much generoCty to the duties of fub- 
jeft and citixen, could confent to acknowlege 
for fovereign the enemy of his country, to en- 
gage folemnly to preferve for him that very place 
which he had fo tang defended againft him; in 
£ae, to iHDd hiafelf to him by the firongell tie

for a noble mind, the accq>tance of a favour, 
feemi to accord litrle with the high idea hitherto 
given of hU patriotic beroifm. 

" Hi* conduft, perhapa, nill be attributed to 
the Texation excited bj fome discontent j and it 
tnil be alledged that Froisfart has faid, that Phi- 
lip did nothing to recompenfe the courage and fi- 
delity of the brave CaleGani. But Froislart wa« 
ill-iaformed. We have many ordinances of Phi- 
lip, by which he provides for the indemnity of 
the unfortunate inhabitanta of Calais ; we have 
Cane which prove that this indemnity took ef- 
k& J and tlie kings, his fuccEsfors, John II. and 
Charles V. paid ftill more attention to them. 

" It rauA therefor be confefaed that the glory 
af Euftache de Saint-Pierre is fomevthat tamilh- 
cdj and, Cnce the £a&» which i expole appear to 
impeach it, i (hal make bold to draw from thena 
the conjectures to wluch tbey give birth. 

" We have feen, by the letters of the Caleliana, 
that their final refolution was to fally out of their 
walls fword in hand, and to feek, through the 
Engliih army, death or liberty, it appears evident 
that Euftache combated this defperate refolution. 
In the laft council held at Calais, he rofe the firft, 
and gave his opimon, according to the relation of 
Ftoislart himfelf, to furrender on the conditiona 
which Edward dictated. He liived, by this mean. 
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the belieged, and Tpared the blood of the bdieg' 
ers ; he lerved equally both parties, Edward had 
reafon to take this in good part, and was willing to 
prove it to him by fevours. He had even reafons 
to feek to attach to himfelf a man of fo great 
n^ght in the city ; and he fuccecded at length 
in forcing Euftacbe to be grateful. This, it ap- 
pears to me, is what naturally refulti from the 
combination of the la£is which i have Hated,"

Than they nombred their com-> 
pany, and tbey were a thre thoulande men of 
armet, knyghtes and Tquyera, and a thretie thou- 
&nde of other od hackenayei. Than they cams 
to Rousbourge, the firft fortrefle Englyflh on that 
parte; captayne there was fir Wyllyam Monta- 
gue t the Scottes pafsed by, without any ailaut 
makyngc) andfowente fbithe brennynge and dii- 
troyenge the countrey of Northumberlandci and 
tbeif currours ranne to Yorke, and brent af 
inoche as was without the wallet, and retoumed 
agay ne to their hooft, within a dayes journey of 
Newcaitell upon Tyne. 

" The quene of Englande, who de^red to dci 
fende her contrey, came to Newcaitell upon Tyne, 
and there taryed ftx her men, who came dayly 
fro all partes. Whan the Scottes knewe that the 
Englyllhemen asfembled at Newcaitell, they druc 
thyderwarde, and their currours came rennynge 
before the townci and at their retoumynge they 
brent ceitayne fmall hamelettes thereabout, lb 
that the fmoke therof came into the towne of 
Newcastell. Some of the Eng^ylQimen w<dde ■ 
ysfued out to have fought with them that inad« 
the fjen, but the captayna wolde mi iaSrc tbejm 
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to yaliie oat. The next day the kyage of Scottef, 
trith a.x.1, thoufaade men, one and other, came and 
kxiged within thre lytell Englyflhe myle of New. 
castelt, in the lande of the larde Nevyll ; and the 
kyng ftnt to them nithin the towae, that if they 
wolde jeCue out into the fel(<e, be wotde fyght 
Irith theym gladly. The lordea and prelatea of 
Englandc fayd, ihey were content to adventure 
their lyvea, with the ryght and herytage of the 
kynge of Englande their mayeter : than they all 
ysfued out of the towne, and nere in nombre a 
tvrelfe hundred men of annes, thre thoufanda 
archers, and fevyoe thoufande of otber with the 
Wainhmen. Than the Scottet came and lodged 
agaynib theym, nere tender : than every man 
was lette in ordre of batayle. Than the queue 
came amonge her men i and there was ordayned 
four batayh, one to ayde another. The firfte had 
in governaunce the bilhop of Byrham, and the 
lorde Percys the leconde, die arcbbyslhoppe of 
Yorice, and the lorde Nevyll i the thyrde, the by* . 
fhoppe of Lyncolne, and the lorde Mombray : the 
fourth, the lorde Edwarde de Bayleule, captayne 
of Berwyke, the arcbbysfhoppe of Canterbury, 
and the lorde Rofe : every battayle had lyke nom- 
bre after their quantyte. The quene went fro ba- 
tayle to batayle defyring them to do their devoyre 
to defende the honour of her lorde the kyng of 
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^glande, and in tbe name of god every man td 
be of good belt and courage; protnjrTyng tbem 
that to ber power flie wolde remembre them at 
well or better at tboughe her lorde tbe kyng 
were there perfona]ly. Than the quene departed 
fro them, recommendyng them to god and to 
faynt George. Than anonc after the bataylles of 
the Scottet began to fct forwarde, and in lyke 
nuutncrlbdyd thenglyfSimen, ThRn the archen 
began to Ihote on boChe parties ; but the (hot of 
the ScotCes endured but a Ihort fpace : but tbe 
archersof Englande fbot lb feenly, fothatwhan 
the batayla aproched there was a barde batell. 
They began at nyne and endured tyll noone. Tbe 
Scottes had great axes, (hai]K and harde, and gave 
with them many great ftrokea, howbnt finally 
thenglyflhmen obtayned the place and vyctorie, 
but they loft many of their men. There were 
Dayne of the Scottes, therle of Sys, therle of Osfre, 
theeiieof Fatnys, therle of Surlant, therle Das- 
tredare, therle of Mare, therle Joban Duglaa, and 
tbe lorde Alyfaunder Ramfey, who bare the 
kynges baner ; and dyvers other knightes and 
fquyers. And tbere the kynge was taken, who 
/ought valiantly, and was fore hurt : a fquyer of 
Northumberland toke hym, called Johan Cop-

Froislart, in this narrative, has embraced tor 
truth fome conCderable errors. In the firft place, 
that the queen wai not in the north at this period, 
nor bad any concern whatever in the command 
M direction of the army, b clear from the filence 
of our own contemporary or moft ancient histori* 
ana: neither was fhevice-gerentorwarden of the 
kingdom, as he feems to fuppofe. Secondly, the 
battle was not "befydeNewcastell," but between 
Durham and a village called Kirk-Merrington, 
near twenty miles off. It is called the baitlt e/Jft' 
•viLi-cre/i, frum an ancient ftone-crofs erected by 
one of that family, about a mile- from Durham, 
and demoliflied, by fome puritanical entbulialh, in 
1561), near which was probably the heat or con- 
clusion of the fight.* The purfuit, according to 
Stow, continued as far as Prudhow and Cor- 
bridge, on the north Ude of the Tyne.

" In tbe &mrner 'ijjo,' variance rifing betweene 
the fleets of England and Spaine, the Spaniard* 
befet the Brytaine fea, with 44 gieat fhippes of 
waire, with the which they funke ten Englilh fhipi 
comming from Gascoigne towardes Englande, 
af^r tbey had taken and fpojrled them, and thui 
their former injurie* being revenged, they entred 
into Sluce in Flanders.

retch then they could ftrike againe, and thereby 
conipelled them to fbrlake their place, and caufed 
other fighting Irom the hatchet to fbade them. 
fdvet with tables of the fliipt, and corapdled them 
that threw ftonei from the toppei, IbtohideAem, 
that they durft not Oiew their heades, b<jt tumUt 
downei then our men entring the Spanifh vetfeli 
with fwordt and halberds, kill thole they meete, 
within a while make voyde the veifeli, and fur.

the kingi pleafure, but againft thdr will.

The beft bistorical account of this capture feems 
to be that given by Stow ; Fnusfart and Fatnan 
but nightly mentioning it. 

" About the be^nning of Januarie [1J51], 
the Frenchmen being occupied about the repayr. 
ing of the wallei of Guifnet towne, being afore 
that time dellrqyed by the EngliAuuen, fome men 
of arniei of Caleit, underftanding their dotngi, 
devi&d bow they might overthrow the worke, in 
thi* fwt. There was an archer n^ed John 
Dancteter, in prifon in the castell ofOuifnei, 
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%dore that time taken, who not hamg where- 
irith to pay hii raimftmw, was let lofe, with con- 
ation that hee Ihould worke there araoag tba 
Frenchmen. Thlt fellow chanced to lye with 9 
laundrei, a. llrampet, & learned of her wber« 
beyond the principall ditch, from the bottome of 
the ditch, there wat a wall made of two foot« 
broaden ftretching Irom the nunpitfi to the 
brimme of the ditch within (brtb, lb that being 
covered with water it could not be feene, but not 
lb drowned, but that a man going aloft thereon, 
fliould not bee wettt paft the Icnees, it being 
made for the ufe of filhers i and thu^ore in the 
middeft it was discontinued for the Ipace of two 
foote : and fo the archer (his harlot fhewing it to 
him) meafured the heyght of the wall with a 
tbreede. TheCe tliinges thus knowen, one day 
flipping downe from the wall, he pafacd the ditcb 
1^ that hidden wal, and, lying hidde in the marih 
til evening, came in the night neare unto CtJeit, 
where tarying for the cleare day, hee then went 
into the towne (for elfe he m^t not) ; here be 
inftrufled them that were greedie of pray to ' Icals 
the castell, and' howe they might enter the fame 1 
they caufed ladders to be made to the length by 
the archer appointed. Thirtie men confpired to- 
gitber, clothing themfelves in blacke armour 
without any brightneffe, went to the castel, by 
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the guiding i^ the laid John de Dancaster, and 
climing Ae wall with their ladders, they Aewe the 
watchmen, and threwe them downe headloDg be- 
fide the wall i after this, in the hall they flew 
many, whome they found unarmed, playing at the 
chefie and hazard. Then they brake into the 
chaiDben and turrets, upon the ladies and knightt 
that lay there afleepe, and fo were masters of alt 
that was within : and (hutting all their prlfoner* 
into a ftrong chamber, being bereft of all thrir 
■rmour, they tooke oute the Englifhmen that had 
bene taken the yeere before, and there kept in 
prifon i and after they had relieved them well 
with meate and drinke, they made tliem guardens 
over them that had them in custodie : and fo they 
wanne all the fortrefscs of the caatell, vinknowen 
to them that were in the towne (appointed to 
oreriee the repayring of the broken walles) what 
bad happened to them within the castrll. In the 
noming they cmnmaunded the woricemen In the 
towne to ceafe from their workes, who thereupon, 
percMTing that the castell was wonne, ftreight- 
wayes fledde ; and the newe CastiUans fuffered the 
laiUei to depart on borfebacke, with their appareU, 
writinga and muniments, where[by] they ought 
to hold their fees : and the fame day there came 
fiwn Calris to their ayde fuch perfons as theyftnt 
fat, by whofe ayde they kept the casteUi and 
■boot three of tbe cloeke there came two knighti, 
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ibnt from the carle of Guifiin, who, demaniHng a 
truce, willed to know of them that were thiu 
entred the cutell, who they were, to whom they 
bdonged, and by whole authority they kept the 
caitell, lb taken in the time of truce { wbereunta 
they anfwered, that hdng intruded, they wtnilda 
not declare'to any man thnr purpofe, till they 
had tryed a longer pot&ilion : and therefore, on 
feint Mawrice day the abbot, (die Ung hdng 
bulie in parliament) ' ibme' Frenchmen, being lent 
from the £iyde earle <^Guifiies, declared, how in 
prejudice of the truce the fayd castell was taken, 
and therefore by right of mutuall faith it ought 
to be reflored unto them. The king aniwered, 
that without his knowledge that enterprife wat 
made, and therefore he gave commandement to 
hit fubjectei that none of them fhould deteyne 
the cauell of 'Guifnea,' but ddiver it unto the 
lawfull lordes thereof. The meslengers being re- 
turned home, and reporting what they bad doie, 
the earie of Guifaet commeth to the castell, de- 
manding of them within, ai at other timet, in 
whofe names they kept it; who conflantly af- 
firming that they kept it in the name of John 
Dancaster, hee required to knowe if the fame John 
were the king of England^ hegemao, or would 
obey him^ who anfwering that hee knewe not 
what mesfengers had beene in England, the earls 
offered for the ca«tell, befidei all the treafura 
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found in it, many thon&ndt of cnnvnet or po«> 
ftilioD* for exctunge, and a perpetuall peacftwith 
thefcingof FrauQce. To thia they anfwered, that 
before tfae taking of that castell they were Eng- 
lilhmni by nation, but by thdr demeritei ban- 
niflied for the peau of the king of England, 
wherefcoT the place which they thui hclde they 
would willingly fell or eacbange, but to none 
fooner then to their naturall king of England, to 
whom, they faid, they would fell their castrll to 
obtaine their peace : but if be would not buy it, 
then they would fell it to the king of France, or 
|D whomfocTcr would give the moft for it. 

" The carle being thus fliifted of from them, 
tiiekingofEngland bought it indeede, and fo had 
that place which hee greatly delired." A^naUtj 
IJ91, p. jil.

The refo, thertbr, 
of earl Ednuodi tomb may have been introduced meiely 
by way of omunent, at the fancy of the arlift. That the 
k'ng of Bobemia uled the device in question doei not) per- 
haps, appear from any ancient or creditable authority. 

Some of our beft bittoriant (ai Murimulh, Wainngham, 
and Knyghton) agree in AaHng that the king of Majorca 
■ru alfo killed at thii battle, which the authors of the Urn- 
ttrfiil KiUrif, for the lealbiis then given, pronounce a falfe- 
hood. The authentic difpatchet, likewifc, preferved by Ro- 
bert of Aveibury (p. I36),onlymenlion "li rndi Bunrnt^' 
and the filence of our author, Minot, is a corroborative tes- 
timony.

(See 
Ridpalhs ffgnfrr-iiifiT)', 331, 325.) Some bisK^aos, it 
feetns, relate that the king was caaitytA to Ogli-caitlc, CRl. 
J3I!.) which it very probable, as it had been lately built, 
and Irr Robert de Ogle, the then postesfor, was prefent at 
the battle, (Wallis, ii. 5;!.) where, in hB, he had a prin- 
cipal conuiand : and thus, Froiiiart, confounding Clj/i with 
erguiil, jiay have created his imaginary '■ lioitill-trgvril- 
laa." Copelands own relidence was, probably, at South- 
Cc^nd, byWooller? and not at Cf rW-c.ii(/(, which, at 
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an eiccrft in Lelindi Ilimrarj, (viiL 50, b.) that be >t-
